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INTRODUCTION  BY  THE  EDITOR; 


MARKET-WISE,  ENJOYMENT-POOR?

"Grading;  An  attempt  to  justify  price." 

--John  D.  Wright,  Pj^W  XII;146,  1978. 


When  I first  read  these  words,  I took  them  for  a splendid  piece  of  cynicism. 

I now  recognize  in  them  perhaps  the  single  enduring  truth  in  participatory  numismatics. 
(You  pure  researchers  can  stop  reading;  my  words  are  for  those  engaged  in  the  shelling 
out  of  cash  for  obsolete  coins.) 

Several  years  ago,  it  was  popular  among  veterans  of  the  coin  wars  to  speak  of  how 
'slabs  grade  value' --i .e. , that  little  rub  mattereth  not  if  the  coin  had  the  overall 
'look'  of  being  worth  'M.S.  62  money.'  True  enough.  But  how  is  that  different  from 
what  collectors  from  time  immemorial  have  done?  Is  it  worth  $20,  or  $2000,  in  the  eye 
of  the  beholder,  or  not?  Our  earliest  education,  as  buyers  and  sellers,  leads  us 
inevitably  to  that  perspective,  which  puts  an  awareness  of  the  market  first  and  foremost. 

For  example,  fifteen-odd  years  ago,  I recall  buying  a choice  AU  Indian  cent,  of 
common  date,  for  about  $20  (at  a time  when  a choice  BU  ran  about  $45).  From  an 
aesthetic  viewpoint,  it  seemed  quite  reasonable--the  coin  was  far  better  than  half  as 
nice  as  the  strict  mint  state  article;  so  imagine  my  chagrin  a year  or  so  later,  in 
upgrading  the  piece,  to  find  'Grey  Sheet  AU'  at  nine  bucks.  A few  lessons  like  this, 
and  you  learn  what  given  items  really  command  in  the  OTC  numismatic  market;  a lesson 
which  conspires  to  leave  you  ultimately  grading  in  dollars. 

We  need  to  remind  ourselves  that  the  hallowed  (and  much-corrupted!)  'Sheldon 
grading  scale'  was  presented  in  a chapter  entitled  "Toward  a Science  of  Cent  Values." 

No  matter  that  the  'science'  of  the  exercise  was  soon  debunked;  the  notion  of  a "fifty 
dollar  cent"  (Penny  Whimsy,  page  32)  endures,  even  though  the  article  described  by  that 
title  has  changed  enormously  over  the  years! 

As  I say,  there's  a measure  of  inevitability  to  this.  You  simply  have  to  be  able 
to  do  it,  as  a buyer  or  as  a seller,  to  avoid  losing  your  shirt.  I would  also  submit 
that  such  an  awareness  will  endure  as  the  'collector's  best  friend'  long  after  Grading 
Boards  and  Grading  Guarantees  and  Slabs  and  whatever  marketing  scheme  comes  next,  to 
separate  those  with  more  money  than  brains  from  that  money,  have  declined.  So  what's 
the  problem? 

There  isn't  any,  as  long  as  you  can  turn  off  this  sense  of  'what's  it  worth' -- 
as  long  as  you  can  get  back  to  your  roots  in  the  hobby,  which  involve  a fascination 
with  the  object  in  its  own  right.  That  in  turn  gets  back  to  aesthetic,  not  financial, 
decisions;  will  this  coin  fit  in  well  with  the  rest  of  my  set,  not  can  I afford  it? 

In  an  undue  emphasis  on  the  latter  question  lurk  the  twin  evils  of  spending  beyond 
your  discretionary  means,  and  buying  'bargains'  that  don't  really  fit.  Absolute  grade 
and  price  should  take  a distant  back  seat  to  your  real  collecting  goals.  That  'problem 
VF'  may  stand  out  like  a sore  thumb  among  your  well-matched,  impairment-free  VG's;  you 
may  simply  pass  on  that  rare  AG  mule,  when  you  already  have  its  dies  represented  by 
choice  VF  coins  in  other  pairings.  You  may  even  find  yourself  snickering  at  the 
absurdity  of  a market  where  your  choice  EF-45  goes  for  $2000,  while  an  MS-63  of  the 
same  variety  soars  to  over  $70,000  at  auction  (it  has  happened). 


And  whatever  your  level  of  participation,  once  you  have  the  coin  in  hand,  savor 
it  among  its  fellows.  The  time  for  your  custodianship  to  end  will  come  all  too  soon. 
There'll  be  time  enough  then  to  deal  again  with  questions  of  price. 
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New  Variety  of  1848  Large  Cent  Discovered 
by  Tom  R.  Wagemaker  (EAC  #2515) 


This  Early  American  Coppers  meeting  of  August  16,  1991  at  the  American 
Numismatic  Association’s  100^  Anniversary  Convention  is  an  appropriate  time 
to  announce  my  recent  discovery  of  a new  variety  of  1848  large  cent.  It  results 
from  a muling  of  two  previously  known  dies  and  is  called  N46  herein.  Refer 
to  Attribution  Guide  for  United  States  Large  Cents  1840-1857  by  J.  R. 
Grellman  and  Jules  Reiver  for  detailed  information  about  the  dies  mentioned 
below. 

The  OBVERSE  die  is  N46/N32/N44/N06  where  this  notation  defines  the  order 
of  die  use  reading  from  left  to  right.  As  such  N46  was  struck  from  the  first  use 
of  this  obverse  die.  The  die  was  lapped  prior  to  its  use  in  striking  the  48N32s. 

The  REVERSE  die  is  N10/N46/N11  as  it  existed  when  lapped  after  its  use  in 
striking  the  48N10s.  It  is  the  same  as  the  early  die  state  of  48N11  except  that 
the  crack  at  ITE/D  in  UNITED  has  not  yet  formed. 

No  die  failure  is  associated  with  this  variety  to  explain  its  apparent  scarcity. 
Both  of  its  dies  were  subsequently  used  to  strike  other  large  cent  varieties.

1818  Die  States 


N-1 


STATE  I - Obverse  lightly  cracked  through  the  4th  & 5th  stars  and  from  base  of 
first  1 of  date  to  outside  of  stars  1 and  2. 

STATE  II  - Narrow  rim  breaks  obverse  from  right  of  star  3 to  midway  between 
4th  & 5th  stars.  Dentils  still  strong. 

STATE  III  - Dentilation  is  nearly  gone.  Die  clash  marks  along  the  bust 
obverse,  also  some  die  swelling  inside  the  wreath. 

N-2 

STATE  I - Cracked  through  the  tops  of  UNITED  ST  with  a light  crack  through  the 
bottoms  of  TAT. 

STATE  II  - Crack  through  top  of  NITED  is  heavier.  Crack  through  TAT  extends 
to  first  S of  STATES.  A heavy  crack  has  begun  from  right  top  of  U 
to  rim.  Another  has  started  from  top  of  T to  rim.  Light  crack 
seen  from  star  4 to  star  5. 

STATE  III  - All  cracks  are  heavier.  New  heavy  die  break  has  developed  over 
left  side  of  N. 

STATE  IV  - Heavy  rim  break  from  right  tip  of  U to  left  top  of  T and  above. 

STATE  V - Rim  break  now  involving  tops  of  NITED,  stops  just  left  of  first  S in 
STATES. 

N-3 

STATE  I - Spurs  at  junction  of  hair  and  coronet.  Several  sets  of  clash  marks 
visible  in  front  of  face  and  under  the  chin.  Denticles  clear  both 
obverse  and  reverse. 

STATE  II  - Denticles  are  weak.  Spur  and  clash  marks  have  been  removed.

STATE  I - Lightly  bulged  obverse  die.  0 in  ONE  still  visible. 

STATE  II  - Obverse  bulged  lightly.  Die  crack  from  dentil  to  star  3.  Reverse 
0 in  ONE  gone. 

STATE  III  - Die  crack  to  star  3 now  extends  into  field.  0 in  ONE  is  nearly 
invisible  and  N is  weak.

STATE  I - Perfect  obverse  die. 

STATE  II  - A light  die  crack  from  star  1 to  close  to  star  4.  Another  crack 
seen  from  star  10  to  star  12. 

STATE  III  - Crack  now  extends  from  rim  left  of  first  1 in  date  through  first 
3 stars  and  close  to  star  4.  Crack  from  10th  to  12th  stars 
stronger. 

N-6 

STATE  I - Reverse  lightly  cracked  through  ED  and  bases  of  ST,  through  leaf 
below  second  S to  bases  of  F AMERI.  Light  crack  through  TE. 

STATE  II  - Reverse  cracks  heavier.  The  reverse  die  has  been  heavily  lapped. 
Two  dentils  below  the  left  of  first  8 in  date  fused. 

N-7 

STATE  I - Obverse  crack  between  6th  & 7th  star.  Dentilation  clear. 

STATE  II  - Additional  crack  now  seen  to  the  right  from  the  1st  star.  Another 
joins  81  above  their  bases. 

STATE  III  - Obverse  break  through  stars  6 to  7,  rim  through  5th  star  to 

coronet  tip.  Break  connecting  81  in  date.  Reverse  has  rim  break 
connecting  to  0 in  OF.  Rim  crumbling  over  F AMER. 

STATE  IV  - Cud  has  now  developed  between  rim  and  0.  Rim  crumbling  over  F 
AMER. 

N-8 

STATE  I - Light  cracks  encircle  all  stars  and  the  date.  Three  dentils  fused 
below  first  8 in  date. 

STATE  II  - All  cracks  heavier.  New  rim  break  seen  above  7th  star  and  to  right 
but  not  to  8th  star. 

STATE  III  - Rim  break  now  seen  from  5th  star  to  beyond  8th  star.  Heaviest 
break  at  5th  star. 
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N-9 


STATE  I - Dentilation  is  sharp.  It  may  be  incomplete  due  to  misalignment  of 
dies.  Reverse  center  dot  and  clash  marks  around  ONE  CENT  clear. 

STATE  II  - Dentilation  is  weakening.  Center  dot  is  still  clear  but  clash 
marks  around  denomination  are  weak. 

STATE  III  - Rim  break  seen  between  6th  and  7th  star.  No  break  seen  on  re- 
verse. Dentilation  weak. 

STATE  IV  - Rim  & dentils  breaking  down  with  a strong  break  between  6th  and 
7th  stars.  Break  now  seen  on  reverse  over  STA. 

N-10  RANDALL  HOARD  VARIETY 

STATE  I - Cracks  strong  through  all  stars  and  date.  Clash  marks  behind  head 
and  flowlines  can  be  seen  through  a weakened  legend. 

1819  Die  States 


N-1 

STATE  I - Dentilation  clear  on  both  sides.  Overdate  clear. 

STATE  II  - Rim  breaks  obverse  between  8th  and  9th  stars,  with  rim  crumbling 
between  11th  and  12th  stars. 

N-2 

STATE  I - Dentilation  sharp  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Doubled  dentil  above 

3rd  star.  Lightly  cracked  through  first  three  digits  of  date.  Also 
cracked  through  stars  1 to  4,  8 to  9,  and  10  to  13. 

STATE  II  - Obverse  cracks  stronger.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  are  rusted. 

STATE  III  - Dentilation  weak  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Stars  are  drawn  to 
rim.  Dies  have  been  lapped  to  remove  die  rust. 

N-3 

STATE  I - Obverse  dentilation  clear.  No  cracks  seen. 

STATE  II  - Faint  crack  from  under  bust  to  neairly  the  right  point  of  1st  star. 
Dentilation  obverse  weaker. 

N-4 

STATE  I - Dentilation  still  crisp.  Wide  dentils  left  of  outside  point  of  12th 
star.  Die  scratch  connects  bases  of  TE  in  STATES.  Extensive  die 
rust  seen  within  reverse  fields. 

STATE  II  - Dies  now  heavily  re-polished  removing  most  of  the  die  rust  seen  in 
reverse  fields.  Die  scratch  connecting  TE  now  gone.  Dentilation 
weak  especially  on  reverse.  Legend  letters  weak  or  mushy  looking. 
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N-5 


STATE  I - Obverse  dentilation  sharp;  reverse  dentils  almost  gone. 

N-6 

STATE  I - Dentilation  both  obverse  and  reverse  are  clear.  Reverse  slightly 
bulged  left  center. 

N-7 

STATE  I - Obverse  dentilation  gone.  Reverse  dentilation  strong.  TE  in  STATES 
joined  by  engraver's  scratch. 

N-8 

STATE  I - Dentilation  sharp  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Engraver  scratches 
join  tops  of  TE  in  UNITED  and  AT  in  STATES. 

STATE  II  - Dentils  still  clear  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Line  between  T & E 
in  UNITED  is  gone.  The  line  A and  T in  STATES  is  still  visible. 

STATE  III  - Fields  are  flowlined  and  dentils  are  nearly  gone.  Both  engraver's 
scratches  now  gone. 

N-9 

STATE  I - The  dentilation  is  sharp  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Re-punching  at 
R in  AMERICA  is  clear.  Also  seen  with  an  engraver's  scratch  at  the 
bottom  of  TA  in  STATES. 

STATE  II  - The  dentilation  is  nearly  gone.  Re-polishing  of  the  dies  has  re- 
moved the  engraver's  scratch.  Re-punching  at  R is  weaker. 

N-10 

STATE  I - Dentilation  is  sharp.  There  is  a slight  swelling  on  reverse  over 
the  N in  ONE. 

STATE  II  - Obverse  dentilation  weak,  reverse  dentils  gone.  Reverse  bulging 
has  removed  the  bottoms  of  N in  ONE  and  C in  CENT.

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LATE  DATE  CENT  UPDATE

This  past  year  I’ve  devoted  this  column  to  presenting  an  initial 
report  on  the  condition  census  of  every  non- proof  variety  of  late 
date  cent  C104O-57) . That  census  has  understandably  changed  a lot 
since  those  articles  mere  published,  and  I plan  to  update  the 
information  in  future  issues  of  Penny-Uise . 

LUith  this  issue,  I’m  beginning  a neu  series  of  articles  on  the 
rim  breaks  found  on  the  Nature  Head  C 1843-57)  late  date  cents. 
Specifically,  these  articles  uiill  present  a population  count  and 
condition  census  for  all  the  rim  breaks  known  to  me,  many  of  which 
have  never  been  publicized  before  now.  In  addition,  I will  present 
the  sequence  of  those  breaks  whenever  multiple  breaks  occur  on  a 
single  die  variety.  There  are  some  gaps  in  this  sequencing  data, 
and  I’ll  point  these  out  when  they  occur. 

Rim  breaks  found  on  the  Petite  Heads  C 1840-43)  are  not  included 
in  this  report,  even  though  many  are  known  and  some  are  rather 
impressive.  There  are  two  major  reasons  for  this  omission;  these 
rim  breaks  wear  off  quickly  and  their  presence,  even  on  mint  state 
examples,  is  often  inconsistent.  The  relatively  narrow  rims  of 
Petite  Head  cents  are  responsible  for  both  problems.  The  wear 
problem  caused  by  the  narrow  rims  is  obvious,  hut  the  inconsistent 
appearance  deserves  some  comment.  By  inconsistent,  I mean  the 
brealcs  will  occur  rather  early  in  the  life  of  a die,  but  later 
states  of  the  same  die  will  show  absolutely  no  trace  of  the  break, 
even  on  pristine  examples. 

This  phenomenon  occurs  because  lapping  and  die  wear  on  Petite 
Head  dies,  with  their  narrow  rims,  reduces  those  rims  to  the  point 
where  the  dentils  and  edge  of  the  coin  virtually  merge.  This 
narrowing  leaves  no  rim  on  which  to  show  a break.  Some  Petite  Head 
varieties  that  show  impressive  rim  breaks  rather  early  in  their  use 
and  no  trace  of  those  breaks  later  include  the  following:  40N8  ORB, 

40N4  ORBS,  40N5  ORBs,  43N8  RRB,  43N4  ORB,  and  43N15  RRB . CORE  = 
obverse  rim  break;  RRB  = reverse  rim  break)  Catalogers  have 
understandably  called  these  pieces  late  die  states  because  of  the 
rim  breaks,  but  that  assessment  of  die  state  has  usually  been 
innacurate.  I do  keep  census  information  on  all  the  Petite  Head  rim 
breaks,  but  I’ll  postpone  any  report  on  them  until  a later  date. 

I’ve  placed  one  additional  limitation  on  this  survey:  spur 

’’breaks”  and  very  minor  rim  breaks  are  not  included.  Spur  ’’breaks” 
are  actually  file  marks  on  the  outside  edge  of  the  die  rim,  and  they 
fade  away  as  the  die  wears.  Some  very  minor  rim  breaks  Cmore  like 
chips  or  flakes  out  of  the  die  rim)  are  known,  but  these  wear  off 
quickly  and  can't  be  compared  to  ’’real”  rim  breaks.  Some  examples 
of  these  minor  Csmall  and/or  shallow  rim  breaks)  are  43N5  ORE  & RRB, 
43NB  DREs,  44N1  DRBs , 44N3  early  DRBs , 45N11  DRB , and  45N18  ORB. 

The  census  report  format  is  simple.  Where  multiple  rim  breaks 
are  known,  the  earliest  break  is  called  ”a”  followed  by  b,  c,  etc. 
The  location  of  each  break  is  indicated  by  the  radially  adjacent 
star  numbers,  date  numerals,  reverse  letters,  stem,  ribbon,  or 
ribbon  end.  A dash  between  location  identifiers  Ce.g.  DF-A,  N) 
means  the  break  extends  clockwise  between  those  identifiers.  In 
this  example,  a rim  break  extends  from  over  OF  to  over  the  first  A 
in  AMERICA.  A comma  means  there  is  a separation  between  two  breaks. 
In  the  same  example,  there  is  a second  rim  break  over  the  M in 
AMERICA . 
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nast  of  these  rim  breaks  are  very  rare.  For  breaks  uith  less 
than  10  examples  known,  I will  list  the  complete  census.  For  more 
common  breaks,  I will  list  the  top  B-10  pieces  and  give  my 
population  count.  All  grades  are  net. 

If  you  have  any  pieces  that  should  be  included  in  this  survey, 
please  drop  me  a line.

--And  yes,  for  the  16th  year  in  a row,  working  for,  with,  and  by  the  side  of 
Kenneth  M.  Goldman,  who  carries  his  business  successfully  through  good  times  and 
bad.  Sandy  (Mrs.  G)  is  coming  Thursday,  along  with  Alex,  a brand-new  Goldman 
about  to  experience  his  first  ANA.  Can  we  say  "slab"? 

Saturday,  August  10;  By  slightly  perturbing  the  laws  of  physics.  I'm  able 
to  fit  a week ' s clothes , a small  library,  and  assorted  numismatic  paraphernalia 
in  carry-on  baggage.  This'll  be  the  longest  time  my  bride  of  59  weeks  and  I will 
be  apart.  We  prepare  appropriately. 

Monday,  August  11;  My  non-changeable  ticket  is  for  the  11  AM  plane,  but  the 
adrenaline  has  kicked  in  early,  and  I'm  told  the  9 AM  is  wide  open,  so  I'll  try  to 
get  on  as  a standby .. .share  the  elevator  with  an  Equitable  attorney  who  lives  in 

my  building  and  just  happens  to  be  going  to  the  airport  on  a business  trip,  so 

Equitable  picks  up  my  cab  fare. . .arri ve  at  7; 55,  check  the  board--there's  an  ^;00 
flight.  Do  I have  a shot?  Get  to  the  gate  at  7;59|,  the  door's  closed— and  they 

open  it  for  me!  "Take  any  seat."  (This  is  why  I fly  American,  folks;  United 

would  have  laughed  at  me.)... easy  fl ight. . .check  in,  check  bags  (room's  not  ready, 
but  what  can  I expect  at  10;15  AM?),  put  goodies  in  safe  deposit  box... Ben  Levin, 
long-time  deal er/fri end  from  Boston,  sidles  up  and  suggests  I stop  by  his  table 
tomorrow.  He  has  a high-grade  1794,  variety  unknown.  We  shall  see... Off  to  the 
collectibles  show  in  Elk  Grove,  a $15  cab  ride  away .. .arri ve  10;45,  only  to  be  n 
told  that  the  show  opens  at  noon.  "But  the  hours  say  9-5  on  Monday!"  "Yes,  but 
today  is  Sunday." 

Oh.  Make  that  Sunday,  August  11.  Oops. 

Now  what?  I spend  the  next  hour  writing  the  first  few  pages  of  DL's  diary, 
after  calling  Donna  and  giving  her  chortling  privileges.  Oust  as  I write  these 
words,  Paul  Cunningham  announces  the  show  will  open  in  five  minutes.  So,  in  the 
words  of  Arnold  the  Large,  "I'll  be  back." 
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Ninety  minutes,  five  tokens,  and  one  medal  later,  I hitch  a ride  back  to  the 
Hyatt  with  Dave  and  Christie  Bowers.  Anyone  who  thinks  you  can't  be  both  a serious, 
dedicated  numismatist  and  an  extremely  successful  dealer  obviously  doesn't  know 
Dave... room  still  isn't  ready .. .viewing  auction  lots  takes  45  minutes.  Some  decent 
pieces,  but  no  headl iners. . .third  time's  a charm  at  regi strati on--a  roofn!  Here's 
Bill  Noyes,  wanna  go  for  a run?  Let's  do  five  miles... one  hour,  7+  miles,  and  one 
lousy  map  later,  we  stagger  home... pick  up  PNG  badge... Hi,  Kenny!  How  were  the 
pre-show  and  sales?  Oh... the  1831  and  1838  proofs  were  bought  back  by  their  owner, 
again... Ken  Mote,  Ooe  Tomasko,  and  Gules  Reiver,  just  bangin'  out... dinner  with 
Mike  Sherman,  self-admitted  copper  weenie,  who's  back  working  for  Heritage  after 
a stint  with  TIA... watch  the  Mets  lose  in  14  innings. . .enough  for  one  night. 

Monday,  August  12:  Six  hours  sleep,  standard  for  PNG  Day... crash  or  not, 

there's  a healthy  crowd  at  opening  time... first  coin  of  the  day  is  an  1806  C-2 
half  cent  for  $20... Chris  the  Hyphenated  and  Tom  the  Newlywed  are  here... Norm 
Pullen's  1839  Nil  "65RB"  is  really  64/3,  but  nice  enough. . .this  year's  opening  line 
at  each  table:  "What  do  you  have  in  large  cents?  Raw  or  cooked,  makes  no  differ- 
ence"...the  cherry  tree  isn't  totally  bare:  1851  N21 , decent  60... pass  on  Andy 
Lustig's  Mint  State  Chain  Cent  (Equitable's  not  that  good  to  me). ..Tony  Terranova's 
table  is  right  next  door  this  year,  so  I can  just  lean  over  any  time  I need  a 
quality  copper  fix...0im  McGuigan's  double-struck  but  battered  1794  S-72  is  too 
cute  to  resist... the  sea  of  plastic  gets  deeper  every  year,  as  do  the  holes  some 
of  the  dealers  seem  to  be  digging  for  themselves. . .take  a break  to  set  up  my 
exhibit. . .Ben  Levin's  1794  was  a Fine  S-71 . Oh  well... trade  notes  on  proofs  with 
GDW  and  GRG,  who  confirms  the  '51  N21...Tom  thinks  it's  been  pretty  busy  for  a PNG 
day... 5PM  and  winding  down... Tom  and  I make  dinner  out  of  Regency  Club  lounge 
munchies. . .stretch  our  legs  over  to  the  Holiday  Inn  for  dessert,  pick  up  Bill  Noyes 
and  the  Birdman,  and  back  to  the  convention  center... the  "ANA  set-up"  (that's  a 
euphemism  for  the  first  90  minutes  of  showtime)  is  at  8PM,  and  there's  a serious 
crowd  by  7:30.  Eternal  optimists  or  harbingers  of  spring?. . .one  box  of  unattri- 
buted low-grade  early  dates  yields  S-104,  S-215,  and  S-219...this  is  a very  big 
room... the  "1797  Rare  Variety,  $1500"  is  a G-6  S-122. . ."1828  N-3  AU-55"  is  a 
lovely  50,  and  priced  by  the  Grey  Sheet.  Looks  good  to  me... after  an  hour  and  a 
half.  I'm  exhausted.  Definitely  quitting  time.  Back  to  the  room,  unwind,  call 
Donna,  write  diary.  On  tap  for  tomorrow:  eleven  hours  of  bourse  (AAARGHHH!) 
broken  by  the  judges'  meeting,  and  then  22  (count  'em,  22)  Class  1 exhibits  to 
be  judged  by  3PM  Wednesday.  Hope  the  eyeballs  hold  out. 

Tuesday,  August  13:  Six  hours  later,  here  I am... you  know,  this  convention 

would  be  a lot  easier  on  the  eyes  if  I collected  Morgan  dollars  instead  of  large 
cents.  All  I'd  have  to  do  is  read  neatly  printed  slab  labels  instead  of  squinting 
through  a glass  at  stems  and  berries. . .breakfast  with  ANA  presidents  Wilde,  Hal- 
lenbeck,  and  Pochette,  past  present  and  future... for  you  advance  planners,  here's 
the  ANA  rotation  through  1999:  Orlando,  Baltimore,  Detroit  (don't  say  it),  Denver, 
Anaheim,  New  York  (don't  say  it).  Pacific  Northwest,  Chicago.  Save  up  those  frequent 
flier  miles...mosy  over  to  the  convention  center .. .Kenny  and  Tony  at  the  head  of 
the  line,  of  course. . .fewer  people  at  7:55  than  at  7:30  last  night.  Maybe  they 
just  don't  like  mornings. . .meet  Gohn  Kraljevich,  a thirteen-year-old  EAC  member 
who  collects  F-VF  1794's  by  die  variety.  Watch  out,  world,  this  one's  a comer... 

BAM  and  away  we  go... this  1852  N14  is  slabbed  63RB  and  it  really  is!  Wonder  who 
slipped  up...Gim  Long  has  two  Starred  Reverses  for  sale,  and  three  '30  N9's... 
English  dealer  Steve  Fenton  brought  a healthy  mouse  through  Customs  ('17  N8,  that 
is)... Tom  Reynolds  takes  yesterday's  early  dates... if  there  are  goodies  to  be 
found  here.  I'm  sure  not  finding  them. . .waiting  for  Denny  Mendelson  to  deliver 
the  rest  of  his  '96's  so  I can  have  something  to  show... the  opening  hoopla  begins 
at  11:30... and  the  clock  strikes  twelve.  I've  pretty  much  covered  the  floor. 

Good  exercise  but  not  much  else.  Now  it's  time  to  sit  down  and  let  the  coins  come 
to  me  for  a while.  Dream  on... couple  nibbles  on  my  XF-45  1804,  but  no  one  swallows 
...yesterday's  turkey  sandwich  was  pretty  good;  think  I'll  have  another .. .pick  up 
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my  copies  of  Bill  Noyes'  new  books. . .check  a few  lots  in  the  Grellman-CVM  sale, 
just  79  hours  from  now... you  wanna  see  an  eye-popper?  Tony  buys  a Nobel  Peace 
Prize  medal  in  gold... Pete  Smith  wanders  by. . .Superior  has  Kuntz/Cohen/Nicholas 
samples  for  ogling,  including  the  two  1834  N7's.  I have  six  months  to  stockpile 
the  bank  account. . .Kenny  at  3:30  PM:  "Doesn't  it  seem  like  we've  been  here  for-  ' 
ever  already?"  And  this  is  Tuesday  afternoon,  folks... 4PM  judges  meeting. . .Chief 
Judge  Kriz  approaches  beseechingly:  "Can  you  judge  Best  in  Show?"  Oh  God,  how  do 
I get  out  of  this?  "When  is  it.  Colonel?"  We  check  the  time-event  chart:  12-3  on 
Thursday.  I'm  saved:  my  Numismatic  Theatre  presentation  is  1-2  on  that  very  day. 

Whew. . .sitting  between  Bill  Murray  and  Cindy  Grellman  provides  a good  excuse  to 
diarize  'em. . .chocolate  frozen  yogurt  at  4:30  is  an  unnecessary  indulgence,  but 
what  the  hell... Kenny  again:  "I  think  all  the  good  deals  have  been  bought."  "So 
what  will  you  do  for  the  next  five  days?"  "Nothing."  Personally,  I think  he'll 
find  ways  to  keep  busy... the  Money  Tree  men,  Myron  and  Ken,  display  their  usual 
generosity  of  substance  as  well  as  spirit,  and  gift  me  with  a Travelers  insurance 
token... Bob  Grellman  turns  up  an  1850  N24,  VF-35...7PM.  Enough  for  one  day... 
dinner  with  Kenny  provides  an  insider's  view  of  today's  market  and  dealers,  not 
very  suitable  for  printing  (but  take  me  to  lunch  and  I'll  talk)... my  first  round 
of  exhibit  judging  goes  smoothly,  made  easier  by  the  fact  I'm  the  only  one  there... 
back  at  the  Hyatt,  I unwind  with  Armand  Champa,  John  Bergman,  the  Money  Tree  men 
plus  a wife,  Wayne  Homren,  and  JOHN  BURNS,  CHIEF  IMPRESARIO  OF  THE  NUMISMATIC 
THEATRE  (hey  John— does  that  make  up  for  last  year?).  Armand  has  put  up  a 47-case 
exhibit  of  numismatic  1 iterature--it ' s hard  to  believe  even  after  you've  seen  it. 

The  breadth  and  depth  of  Champ's  library  is  exceeded  only  by  his  willingness  to 
share  it... we're  joined  by  ANA  librarian  Nancy  Green  (then)  and  Lynn  Chen  (now)... 
break  up  at  11:15.  Nice  day,  but  a 1-o-n-g  one. 

Wednesday,  August  14:  Seven  hours  sleep  this  time... talk  myself  into  going 

running  (I  much  prefer  lunchtime  to  the  morning),  and  am  rewarded  by  not  getting 
lost. . .breakfast  with  Stu  Levine,  unearther  of  the  Beckwith  1817  N6  proof  (which 
again  resides  happily  among  some  similarly-manufactured  friends) .. .second  pass  at 
the  exhibits. . .one  exhibit,  six  cases  long,  consists  of  129  coins,  nearly  all  from 
the  1980's,  all  slabbed  Proof-69,  and  nothing  el se.  No  information,  no  explanation, 
no  text  of  any  sort,  nothing.  This  is  numismatics???. . .the  bourse  is  definitely 
quieter  than  yesterday .. .Rod  Widok  cherries  an  AG  S-19b  for  all  of  $25... a beauti- 
ful 1839  Type  of  '40  is  slabbed  MS-66,  priced  MS-66,  and  grades  MS-65.  Two  out  of 
three  ain't  bad. . .Tettenhorst,  just  back  from  three  weeks  in  the  Soviet  Union,  stops 
by  for  a chat  and  takes  my  double-struck  1794  away... quick  call  to  London  to  set 
up  an  appointment  for  next  month... here  comes  Denny  with  the  '96's...meet  with  my 
fellow  judges  to  decide  the  winners;  "U.S.  Trade  Dollars"  takes  first  place.  The 
"Proof-69"  exhibit  finishes  a gratifying  dead  1 ast. . .yogurt  time  again... Bob 
Yarmchuck,  the  world's  only  other  Fellow  of  the  Society  of  Actuaries  proof  date 
set  collector,  settles  in  for  some  pleasant  conversation. . .a  woman  peddling  homemade 
chocolate  comes  by.  Tony  points  to  me  and  says,  "He's  a chocoholic!  He'll  want 
some!"  Naturally,  in  order  to  preserve  Tony's  reputation  for  veracity,  I buy  a bar. 
Kenny  promptly  starts  eating  it... Chuck  Harrison  and  I conclude  our  deal  for  some 
of  Denny's  1 796 ' s. . .Kenny  and  Tony  depart  for  pre-auction  dinner,  leaving  me  to 
close  shop  .. .on  to  the  first  session  of  the  auction,  which,  surprisingly,  is  stan- 
ding room  only... large  cent  prices  are  pretty  low... dinner  with  John  MacDonald,  an 
EAC  friend  from  Dayton. . .how's  this  for  concentrated  numismatic  erudition  at  one  i 
small  dinner  table:  John  Adams,  Mike  Hodder,  and  John  Ford... You  know  the  biggest 
problem  with  this  convention?  There  are  so  many  fascinating  people  around,  just 
sittin'  and  shootin'  the  numismatic  breeze,  that  I hate  going  off  to  bed  at  night. 

But  I gotta. 

Thursday,  August  15:  Big  day  today.  Bibliomania  meeting,  my  Theatre  presen- 

tation, 1 iterature  symposium , NLG  bash.  Not  a bad  way  to  spend  a vacation. . .over- 
heard at  breakfast:  CCE,  the  primary  computerized  network  for  sight-unseen  coin 
trading,  may  be  folding  its  tent.  What  a great  way  to  start  the  day... show  opens 
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at  9:00... give  Bill  Noyes  my  two  proofs  to  photograph.  Now  that  his  book  is  done, 
maybe  I can  get  some  of  my  *@%//!!  prints  back  (just  pulling  your  chain  a bit,  Bill) 
...confession  time:  I actually  submitted  a coin  to  PCGS.  It  was  an  AU-55  1814 
S-295,  which  came  back  this  morning  as  MS-60,  brown.  Sorry  about  that... the  Biblio- 
mania meeting  plays  to  a full  house.  Anyone  who  claims  that  there's  more  numismatic 
scholarship  in  that  room  than  on  the  entire  bourse  floor  will  get  no  argument  from 
me. . .unfortunately , I have  to  leave  before  Mike  Hodder's  presentation  in  order  to 
prepare  for  my  talk  in  the  Numismatic  Theatre... I'm  told  the  talk  went  well  (but 
most  copper  people  are  too  nice  to  say  otherwi se) . . .back  to  the  bourse. . .Kenny  takes 
off  to  pick  up  wife  and  child... the  Great  Shal  arrives  to  claim  his  CC-2  1796  NC-3, 
sees  his  old  XF  S-91 , and  just  has  to  have  it  back  (poor  guy's  a terminal  copper 
junkie,  but  we  love  him)... Bill  Noyes,  Oack  Robinson  and  I engage  in  a--uh,  how 
shall  we  call  it--lively  discussion  on  the  condition  census  in  Bill's  new  books. 

Round  two  will  probably  be  held  at  the  EAC  meeting  tomorrow  morning,  and  round 
three  (Bill  and  I,  anyway;  you  coming,  Jack?)  will  be  late  tomorrow  afternoon  at 
7:45  a mile  on  the  streets  of  Rosemont...!  have  no  idea  how  the  dealers  are  doing, 
but  I'm  having  a wonderful  time... Fritz  Weber  comes  along:  wanna  buy  a book?  It's 
an  unpublished  revision  of  Andrews'  work  on  late  date  cents,  done  in  the  1920's  by 
lengthy  handwritten  notes  and  additions  to  a pasted-up  Andrews,  by  a man  named 
Charles  L.  Clarke.  Fritz  names  a price,  and  I'm  sure  it's  worth  somewhere  between 
one-tenth  and  ten  times  what  he's  asking,  so  I buy  myself  a present.  Anybody  know 
anything  about  Charles  L.  Clarke  of  Schenectady,  NY?... 7PM  already??!!  Where  did 
the  day  go?... Dan  Holmes  and  I join  over  a hundred  others  at  the  Numismatic  Literature 
Symposium.  Again  the  erudition  needle  goes  off  the  scale... and  now,  in  a quintes- 
sential subl ime-to-ridiculous  segu^,  it's  time  for  the  NLG  bash!... 45  minutes  later, 
it's  time  for  the  NLG  bash!  Customary  tastelessness  prevail s. . .bash  disbands  at 
11:30.  I've  had  it.  'Night,  all. 

Friday,  August  16:  Breakfast  room  seems  a little  quieter  this  morning... 

numismatic  trivia  question  for  the  day:  how  many  tie-dyed  shirts  does  Walter  Breen 
own?... EAC  meeting  at  9... over  a hundred  people  show  up,  and  we  run  out  of  chairs. 

Next  year  I reserve  for  1 50. . .meeting  minutes  appear  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of 
P-W.  This  diary  isn't  the  only  writing  I do  all  week,  though  by  now  it  probably 
seems  that  way... on  to  the  bourse... a new  AG  S-27  that  surfaced  yesterday  makes  its 
way  over... Eric  Streiner  shows  me  a new  proof  1838  Nil  that's  nicer  than  mine.  He 
promises  me  first  refusal  back  in  New  York  after  he  cleans  it  up... one  nice  thing 
about  sitting  behind  a table:  there's  a constant  stream  of  EAC'ers  stopping  by  to 
chat... take  some  time  to  ogle  the  exhibits. . .buy  an  1804  bust  dollar  from  Tony,  ex 
the  Kosoff  estate  (I  know,  it's  not  a large  cent,  but  I never  thought  I'd  be  offered 
one)... Kenny  deposits  his  newest  hoard:  56  PCGS  Proof-65  3<:  nickels,  rare  dates 
only  (1879-89)  thank  you,  purchased  at  $450  per.  Remember  when  common  dates  were 
terrific  investments  at  $3000  each?  Anyone  for  tul ips? . . .Dan  Holmes  peruses  some 
more  1 796 ' s. . .long  day,  quiet  room. . .Tettenhorst  pays  for  the  1794  with  a $500  bill 
(well  circulated) .. .Kenny  and  family  head  for  the  hil 1 s. . .close  up  shop  so  Bill  and 
I can  take  a run. . .Regency  Club  munchies  for  dinner  again,  schmoozing  with  the 
Goldbergs. . .stroll  to  the  Westin  to  call  the  McCawley-Grellman  auction. . .311  lots 
in  100  minutes. . .long,  late  dinner  with  Dan,  Doug,  Oack,  and  Bill  (you  should  know 
them  by  now)... the  waiters  and  busboys  all  go  home... at  12:30,  so  do  we. 

Saturday,  August  17:  I am  bleary-eyed  this  morning,  folks. ..pack  up,  check 

out. . .Rittenhouse  Society  breakfast  at  8AM,  with  a unanimous  vote  to  invite  Carl 
Carlson  to  join... Bill  Fivaz  asks  me  to  find  a home  for  his  new  terminal  die  state 
S-257:  die  sinking  wipes  out  all  of  STATES  0...pack  up  my  exhibit  and  settle  in 
behind  the  table. . .room's  even  quieter .. .John  Wright  graciously  volunteers  to  ship 
my  exhibit  pallette  back  to  New  York... Sandy  and  Alex  join  the  party... last  turkey 
sandwich  for  a while... do  my  stint  at  the  authors'  table,  which  is  announced  as 
being  "directly  under  the  hot  air  balloons."  Hmmm...2:30  PM.  I tired... last  pur- 
chase of  the  show  (I  think)  is  a Good  Wreath  cent  at  less  than  half  of  "bid"  (sure 
wish  I could  find  the  "bidders") .. .Kenny  sets  me  free  to  attend  Dave  Bowers'  talk 
on  counterstamped  large  cents... last  in,  last  out:  Tom  buys  the  Wreath  cent... pack 
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up  the  library,  say  some  good-byes,  and  shuttle  off  to  the  airport,  where  I expect 
a nice,  easy  flight  home.  Wake  me  when  we  get  there. 

This  was  the  best  ANA  of  them  all.  The  symposiums,  lectures,  exhibits, 
gatherings  of  the  faithful  large  and  small,  formal  and  casual,  were  everything  I 
had  hoped  for,  and  more.  The  business  of  coin  trading  took  a far  back  seat  to  the  ^ 
pleasure  of  numismatics. 

Thank  you,  ANA.  For  one  fine  week,  at  least,  the  collector  is  king  again. 

Maybe,  just  maybe,  we've  got  something  going  here.

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MINUTES  OF  THE  1991  ANA-EAC  MEETING 


Rosemont,  minois 
August  16,  1991 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9AM  by  Secretary  Denis  Loring.  The  customary 
round  of  introductions  followed. 

Larry  Goldberg  announced  the  upcoming  Superior  sales  of  Lee  Kuntz's  large  cents 
(October  6),  Roger  Cohen's  half  cents  (January  26,  1992),  Roger's  large  cents  (Janu- 
ary 27),  John  Nicholas'  large  cents  (January  27),  and  other  significant  half  cent  and 
large  cent  consignments  (concurrent  with  the  other  sales).  Pre-sale  parties,  in  the 
tradition  of  previous  copper  events,  will  be  held  on  Saturday  afternoons,  October  5 
and  January  26,  at  Superior  Galleries.  Details  on  the  sales  are  available  from 
Superior,  plus  see  their  display  ads  in  this  issue  of  P-W. 

Jack  Robinson  clarified  his  comments  with  regard  to  the  Bowers  and  Merena  pub- 
lication of  Walter  Breen's  book  on  early  date  large  cents.  Any  apparent  controversy 
between  Jack  and  Mike  Hodder  of  B & M has  been  resolved.  The  accomodation  was  sealed 
with  a handshake. 

Tom  Wagemaker  announced  a new  variety  of  1848  cent.  It  is  a marriage  of  the 
N6/32/44  obverse  and  N10/11  reverse.  The  discovery  coin  grades  Fine.  A more  detailed 
report  appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue  of  P-W. 

Denis  Loring  announced  his  research  project  on  proof  large  cents.  An  initial 
listing  will  appear  in  the  November  P-W.  He  requests  anyone  owning  proof  large  cents 
to  send  him  the  variety,  grade,  and  pedigree  of  their  coins.  Confidentiality,  if 
desired,  is  absolutely  guaranteed. 

Eric  Newman,  speaking  as  an  EAC  member  and  on  behalf  of  ANS,  requested  the 
assistance  of  EAC  members  in  returning  129  stolen  large  cents  to  ANS.  The  Early 
American  Coppers  club  continues  to  maintain  a neutral  official  stance  with  respect 
to  this  incident. 

Pete  Smith  announced  the  discovery  of  a second  Brazilian  80  Reis  piece  over- 
struck on  a U.S.  large  cent.  The  undertype  on  this  second  coin  is  dated  1817. 

R.  Tettenhorst  reminded  members  of  the  1992  EAC  annual  convention  in  St.  Louis 
on  April  2-5. 

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:10  AM.

Reports  of  the  demise  of  this,  your  book,  are 
greatly  exaggerated.  Work  is  continuing,  with  delivery 
scheduled  as  promised  for  the  1992  EAC  Convention.  The 
Noyes  publication  was  as  much  news  to  me  as  it  was  to 
you.  I have  bought  and  reviewed  Bill's  book  and  have 
not  revised  my  manuscript  or  my  intent  based  on  that 
review. 


Bill  has  produced  an  excellent  work.  My  own  library 
has  a place  for  his  book  and  for  my  own,  as  should  yours 
if  you  can  afford  both.  If  you  can  afford  only  one  and 
you  must  have  it  today.  Bill's  book  is  available  now.  If 
your  need  is  less  immediate,  you  may  choose  to  compare 
before  selecting  the  reference  best  suited  to  your  wants. 


MY  REMEMBRANCE  OF  RICK  LEONARD,  EAC  #1985

I was  very  shocked  to  learn  of  the  death  of  Rick,  and  in  the  prime  of  life. 
Life  is  not  fair. 

I knew  Rick  from  the  mid  1980 's  when  he  was  in  the  early  stages  of  building 
his  collection  of  United  States  Half  Cents.  You  could  see  right  away  he  had 
an  organized  thirst  for  knowledge  about  half  cents.  He  certainly  did  not  sit 
back  and  let  someone  else  do  it.  He  pitched  right  in. 

I remember  our  meetings  at  his  house  and  elsewhere  (shows,  etc.)  to  compare 
coins  and  notes.  We  also  played  half  cent  whist  a couple  of  times,  before 
he  had  a substantial  collection.  In  recent  years,  I knew  he  had  bought  some 
very  high  powered  half  cents,  as  we  kept  in  touch  mostly  by  mail.  We  had  not 
seen  each  other  recently  but  I knew  he  was  still  avidly  collecting  half  cents 
and  at  this  point  must  have  had  a very  substantial  collection. 

Rick  was  also  a small  airplane  enthusiast.  He  flew  to  many  gatherings 
and  auctions  in  his  plane.  He  also  talked  about  flying  from  his  house  in  northern 
New  Jersey  to  my  house  in  central  New  Jersey.  We  even  had  the  local  airport 
designated.  We  never  did  get  together  that  way.  And  now  it  never  will  be. 

A great  half  cent  numismatist  and  researcher  has  been  stilled. 

My  regrets  go  out  to  his  family.

While  reading  Bill  Weber's  "Sounding  Board"  article  in  the 
July  *91  Penny-Wise , I found  myself  agreeing  with  everything  he 
suggested  in  the  article.  I can  see  areas  however  where  there 
might  be  problems  implementing  some  of  his  suggestions. 

#1.  Publishing  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Governors  meeting  is  a 
very  good  idea.  I would  be  interested  in  what  goes  on  in  those 
meetings.  I don't  think  the  cost  of  publishing  the  minutes  would 
be  very  great. 

#2.  Publishing  of  an  annual  report,  "in  lay  language"  is  also  a 
good  idea.  I don't  think  it  would  be  very  expensive  and  could  be 
incorporated  into  Penny-Wise . 

#3.  I wish  Mr.  Weber  would  go  into  greater  detail  concerning  his 
suggestion  to  raise  the  bourse  fees.  Is  EAC  losing  money  by 
providing  the  lamps  and  display  cases?  What  would  be  done  with  the 
increase  in  revenue? 

#4.  I am  a little  confused  about  his  suggestion  of  being  able  to 
approach  a member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  with  a suggestion.  Is 
that  something  we  cannot  do  now?  Maybe  he  could  elaborate. 

#5.  I have  many  questions  concerning  the  "upgrading  of  the  EAC 
Sale  to  the  premier  copper  sale  of  the  year".  First,  do  we  have 
enough  clout  to  pull  it  off?  Large  copper  sales  by  major  auction 
houses  can  bring  prices  realized  in  the  millions  of  dollars.  Do  we 
have  enough  bucks?  Would  we  have  to  open  up  "The  Sale"  to  non- 
members? By  "upgrading"  the  Sale,  what  guarantees  would  we  have  of 
abetter,  more  accurate  product?  By  bringing  in  "major  consignors" 
would  we  be  freezing  out  the  collector  who  can  only  afford  coppers 
in  the  $50.00  to  $250.00  dollar  range?  Would  "The  Sale"  lose  its 
camaraderie?  Would  EAC  have  any  trouble  concerning  sales  taxes  or 
such? 

#6.  I only  see  good  things  happening  by  inviting  collectors  of 
state  and  colonial  coppers  to  our  annual  convention.  The  money 
spent  on  such  an  advertisement  would  be  beneficial  to  many  areas  of 
the  convention. 

#7.  Expanding  the  convention  to  four  full  days  is  a great  idea. 
I like  Mr.  Weber's  "tentative"  schedule,  especially  moving  the 
general  meeting  to  Thursday  morning  so  it  is  not  something  to  be 
hurried  up  and  get  out  of  the  way.  This  would  also  be  a help  to 
the  bourse,  especially  on  Sunday  morning. 
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#8.  The  convention  panel  sounds  good.  I think  it  would  help  the 
people  running  the  conventions  to  be  able  to  consult  with 
experienced  members  on  matters;  by  having  them  there  to  act  as  a 
sounding  board  for  new  or  old  ideas.  The  pre-screening  would  also 
be  helpful.  The  hard  part  might  be  getting  people  to  serve  on  such 
a committee. 

#9.  In  awarding  the  convention  sites,  it  seems  like  there  are  a 
disproportion  of  them  EAST  of  the  Mississippi  river.  And  even  more 
of  them  EAST  of  the  Rockies.  I hope  we  can  get  a fairer 

distribution  of  convention  sites  in  the  FUTURE. 

#10.  I agree  in  giving  financial  aid  to  any  serious  research  of 
early  American  copper.  However  I can  see  many  problems  with  this. 
Who  would  decide  the  criteria  for  what  constitutes  "serious 
research"?  Who  would  decide  on  how  much  aid  to  give?  Would  the 
aid  have  any  "strings"  attached?  For  instance,  would  it  be  fair  to 
give  aid  to  the  "Score"  and  not  have  complete  disclosure  to  all  the 
membership?  Would  it  be  fair  to  set  certain  requirements  for 
joining  a survey  in  progress  that  would  limit  participation  by  any 
member?  Would  the  people  who  are  doing  the  work  on  a survey  want 
to  give  up  some  or  all  control  of  the  dissemination  of  their 
information? 

I'm  sure  many  other  members  will  have  questions  about  Mr. 
Weber's  suggestions.  And  some  will  probably  rake  him  over  the 
coals  for  even  thinking  of  changing  the  way  things  are  done.  But 
if  we  can  overcome  the  questions,  obstacles  and  objections,  I think 
the  implementation  of  Mr.  Weber's  suggestions  will  be  a benefit  to 
the  membership  and  to  the  health  of  EAC. 

Bill  Weber  responds, 

Many  thanks  for  your  courtesy  and  constructive  comments.  I'll  hope  to 
provide  you  - item  by  item  - clarification  or  my  thoughts  where  requested  on 
ways  to  implement  some  of  my  "Sounding  Board"  proposals. 

Item  #3:  Raise  bourse  fees.  A few  of  my  reasons  are: 

a.  Higher  costs  for  storing  and  shipping  EAC  lamps.  Renting  155  display 
cases  @ $10.00  each  for  Bourse,  Exhibit,  and  Sale  Viewing.  Around  the  clock 
Security  costs  - Thursday  afternoon  through  Sunday  closing  - was  a minimum 

of  $2,268.00.  Bourse  income  this  year  was  a record  high  of  $2,828.00 

b.  Convention  space  for  the  above  - approx.  7,000  square  ft.  - is  reach- 
ing the  point  where  we  are  charged  by  the  hotel,  especially  when  we  do  not 
meet  the  "room  fill"  guarantee.  We  also  require  additional  rooms  for  Thursday 
Security,  Hospitality,  Half  Cent  Happening,  Forum,  EAC  Sale,  and  General  Busi- 
ness Meeting.  Boston's  room  costs  were  $1,200.00. 

c.  Proposed  Bourse  fees  are  still  well  below  those  charged  for  national 
conventions  of  similar  size  and  stature. 
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d.  IF  money  is  made  - and  we  may  in  St.  Louis  - it  would  fit  very  nicely 
into  - Item  #10  - Aid  to  Serious  Research,  and/or  paying  someone  to  man  the 
Registration  Desk  from  14:00  Thursday  (or  Wednesday  if  Item  #7  is  adopted) 
through  14:00  Sunday.  Recently  our  Registration  desk/table  has  been  unattended 
more  often  than  it  was  properly  manned. 

e.  Costs  for  electrical  cabling  set-up  and  dismantling  necessary  to  illu- 
minuate  the  Bourse,  Display,  and  Sale  Viewing  areas. 

Item  #4: 

I don't  believe  many  - if  any  - members  use  their  Regional  representatives 
as  agents  in  the  Board  meeting  to  receive  answers  to  questions  they  have  or 
for  making  suggestions  for  improving  EAC.  I've  not  seen  it  described  (written 
up  in  P-W)  as  occuring  in  our  Board  meetings  and  believe  members  should  be 
encouraged  to  do  so. 

Item  #5: 

No  question  about  it,  this  proposal  opens  up  a "can  of  worms"  and  needs 
more  than  just  a week  or  two  of  serious  deliberation  to  properly  consider  all 
the  options.  I believe  we  DO  have  the  money,  talent,  and  clout  to  provide 
the  membership  a top  quality  catalog  and  think  of  no  reason  why  we  can't.  EAC 
members  deserve  a quality  catalog  - not  something  that  looks  like  a rush  job 
from  a local  desk  top  printer.  We  can  and  should  provide  a better  balance 
of  numismatic  books.  Colonials,  HTT  and  Conder  tokens,  half  cents,  and  large 
cents.  (Editor's  Note:  And  we  intend  to.  See  Sale  Committee  Report  elsewhere 

in  this  issue.)  Descriptions  - rarity,  pedigree,  die  state,  comparable  pieces 
featured  in  other  notable  copper  sales  - should  be  better,  too.  If  you  were 
to  combine  all  the  cataloging  talent  of  the  major  coin  auction  houses  it  would 
only  be  a fraction  of  that  EAC  has  available  - in  every  consignment  category. 

Asking  several  EAC  members  to  describe  lots  consigned  in  their  fields  of  exper- 
tise would  be  much  fairer  than  burdening  Bill  Noyes  with  responsibility  for 
being  an  expert  in  every  category.  Plate  ALL  significant  lots  - not  just  large 
cents.  We  have  outstanding  early  U.S.  copper  consigned  each  year  and  we  would 
attract  even  more  if  the  lots  were  better  described  and  plated.  "Freezing 
out"  the  collector  interested  in  material  in  the  $50  - $250  range  is  a misconception. 
He  will  always  - as  in  years  past  - have  plenty  of  material  to  bid  on,  plus 
that  which  is  offered  on  the  convention  Bourse,  and  advertised  in  each  issue 
of  P-W. 


Item  #10: 

Financial  Aid  to  serious  research.  It's  true  that  most  of  our  current 
copper  activity  is  updating  several  ongoing  surveys.  I know  of  one  which  began 
as  a survey  but  has  evolved  into  a serious  research  work  and  I believe  will 
become  a standard  reference  on  the  subject.  A format  for  screening  and  fairly 
awarding  grants  by  an  EAC  committee  could  be  worked  out.  It  might  be  along 
these  lines.  Each  researcher  would  submit  an  outline  or  resume  of  what  area 
of  numismatics  his  work  would  embrace.  He  would  describe  the  scope  of  the 
project  - whether  it  would  be  a major  work  or  a monograph,  estimated  time  and 
dollars  needed  to  complete,  how  much  he  has  already  done,  how  the  money  would 
be  spent,  whether  he  has  a word  processor,  photography  set-up,  etc.  Then  provide 
an  estimate  of  its  value  to  numismatics  - does  it  just  get  the  subject  off 
square  one,  or  is  it  an  in-depth  study?  A dollar  limit  of  say  $2,500  could 
be  considered  for  any  serious  research  project  which  when  completed  would  result 
in  a book  or  monograph.  It  would  be  offered  for  sale  to  EAC  members  (and  later 
to  numismatists  at  large)  which  should  recover  some  or  all  of  the  grant  amount. 
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All  net  profit  would  go  into  an  EAC  Grant  Fund.  More  modest  research  projects 
or  surveys  would  have  a $350.00  ceiling  and  would  appear  as  major  articles 
or  ongoing  reports  in  P-W.

REPORT  OF  THE  EAC  SALE  COMMITTEE 


Pursuant  to  the  request  of  the  EAC  Board,  the  EAC  Sale  Committee,  consist- 
ing of  Jeffrey  Oliphant  and  William  Noyes,  has  evaluated  changes  in  the  proce- 
dures and  policies  governing  the  annual  EAC  Sale.  The  suggested  changes  and 
the  response  of  the  Committee  to  each  is  set  forth  below: 

1.  FORMALITY  OF  EAC  SALE. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  EAC  actively  compete  with  major  commercial  auction 
houses  in  the  solicitation  of  significant  consignments  of  early  U.S.  Copper 
coins  and  to  produce  a catalog  comparable  to  those  produced  by  these  auction 
houses.  The  Committee  believes  that  with  EAC's  purposes  being  educational 
and  not-for-profit,  such  a program,  while  impressive  and  prestigious,  would 
be  inconsistent  with  the  objectives  of  the  organization.  The  committee 
is  not  aware  of  any  not-for-profit  numismatic  organization  directly  producing 
"prestigious"  auctions.  The  proceeds  to  EAC  from  the  Sale  are  used  to 
defray  the  costs  of  the  convention  and  to  date  have  not  been  intended  to 
produce  in  the  long  run  a significant  surplus  in  excess  of  costs;  the  Sale 
is  not  meant  to  be  a for-profit  commercial  style  auction. 

2.  CHANGE  IN  SALE  DATE 

It  has  been  proposed  that  the  date  of  the  Sale  be  changed  from  Saturday 
evening  to  either  Friday  evening  or  Saturday  morning.  The  purpose  of  the 
proposed  change  is  to  permit  more  activity  on  the  Bourse  after  the  conclusion 
of  the  EAC  Sale.  The  Committee  feels  that  the  proposed  change  should  not 
be  implemented  for  the  following  reasons: 

(a)  Being  an  educational  Hi  non-profit  organization,  EAC's  focus  should 

be  upon  non-business  activities.  The  Friday  Educational  Forum  is  one 
of  the  highlights  of  the  Convention,  intentionally  set  on  the  evening 
with  greatest  attendance.  It  is  likely  attendance  at  the  Educational 
Forum  will  drop  if  it  is  held  after  the  EAC  Sale. 

(b)  We  are  able  to  complete  viewing  of  the  lots  by  members  by  Saturday 
afternoon;  it  will  not  be  possible  to  complete  viewing  earlier  unless 

it  is  extended  into  the  evening  on  Friday  or  it  is  opened  to  the  general 
membership  on  Thursday.  This  would  entail  lengthening  the  Convention 
by  an  extra  day,  Thursday,  and  require  extra  security  and  EAC  staff 
arrangements . 

3.  SALE  CONSIGNMENT  POLICIES 

We  suggest  the  following  changes  for  the  EAC  Sale  consignment  policies 
be  formalized: 
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(a)  An  announcement  requesting  consignments  will  be  published  in  both  the 
September  15  and  November  15  editions  of  Penny-Wise . Further,  if  the 
consignment  deadline  is  after  February  1,  an  additional  announcement 
will  appear  in  the  January  15  edition  of  Penny-Wise . The  announcement 
will  contain  pertinent  information  concerning  the  consignment  deadline, 
coins  and  other  material  being  solicited,  basis  for  selection  in  the 
Sale  and  commission  rates. 

(b)  Except  in  extraordinary  circumstances,  the  Sale  will  be  limited  to 
between  450  and  500  lots.  Except  as  set  forth  in  item  (c)  below,  all 
lots  shall  have  a general  anticipated  price  of  $100  or  more.  Not  all 
lots  meeting  this  criteria  will  necessarily  be  selected;  the  cataloger, 
in  his  sole  discretion,  shall  determine  which  lots  shall  be  accepted 
and  which  lots  shall  be  rejected,  with  the  objective  to  create  a sale 
balanced  as  to  coin  categories  and,  to  the  extent  reasonable,  higher 
quality  pieces.  The  cataloger  will  attempt  to  satisfy  the  wishes  of 
members  wishing  to  consign  major  portions  or  all  of  their  collections, 
and  only  from  these  parties  will  be  accepted  a limited  number  of  coins 
valued  less  than  $100  or  multiple  coin  lots. 

(c)  A minimum  of  30  spaces  shall  be  reserved  for  Half  Cents,  with  15  addi- 
tional spaces  reserved,  each,  for  Colonial  coins  and  Hard  Times  tokens 
and  10  spaces  for  numismatic  literature.  Consignments  for  these  spaces 
will  be  accepted  upon  the  basis  set  forth  in  Paragraph  (b)  above;  how- 
ever, to  fill  out  reserved  spaces,  coins  of  less  than  $100  in  antici- 
pated price  realized  will  be  accepted.  If  the  reserved  spaces  are 

not  filled  15  days  prior  to  the  consignment  deadline,  the  unfilled 
spaces  shall  be  released  and  shall  be  part  of  the  main  Sale  lots.  The 
above  categories  are  not  limited  to  the  reserved  spaces  set  forth  if 
the  consigned  coins  are  accepted  under  the  general  criteria  set  forth 
in  (b)  above. 

(d)  All  consignments  shall  be  mailed  to  the  cataloger,  insured,  with  a 
return  receipt  requested.  The  return  receipt  shall  serve  as  confirma- 
tion that  the  consignment  has  been  received.  The  cataloger  will  notify 
prospective  consignors  as  to  the  status  of  their  consignment  in  a timely 
fashion  and  shall  return  coins  not  accepted  for  the  Sale  not  later 

than  4 weeks  after  the  consignment  deadline. 

4.  COMMISSION  RATES. 

It  is  suggested  that  a sliding  scale  of  commission  rates  be  utilized,  based 
upon  the  gross  receipts  from  the  Sale.  The  sliding  scale  is  intended  to 
provide  EAC  with  a sum  with  the  same  general  range  from  year  to  year.  As 
background,  it  costs  approximately  $6,000  - $7,500  to  produce,  mall,  and 
otherwise  conduct  the  EAC  Sale.  All  time  and  EAC  member  labor  is  donated. 

In  addition,  the  Sale  contributes  between  $3,000  and  $5,000  toward  the 
other  costs  of  the  annual  Convention.  The  sliding  scale  below  is  intended 
to  produce  a gross  sum  to  EAC  of  between  $10,000  and  $15,000  in  normal 
circumstances,  thus  leaving  EAC  with  net  proceeds  from  the  Convention  in 
the  range  of  ($2,500)  to  $5,000. 
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The  following  commission  scale  is  suggested.

All  consignors  have  been  and  will  be  charged  the  same  rate  for  a particular 
year,  with  no  minimum  commission  per  coin.  Commissions  on  unsold  reserved 
lots  will  be  at  the  same  rate;  however,  they  may  be  adjusted  or  eliminated 
at  the  discretion  of  the  Sale  Committee. 

5.  CREDIT  POLICY  FOR  BUYERS. 

Terms  of  Sale  Item  8 recites  in  part:  "This  Sale  is  strictly  for  cash; 

payment  in  full  for  all  purposes  must  be  in  current  U.S.  funds  ...  personal 
checks  with  current  funds  available  are  acceptable;  no  credit  cards  or 
credit  arrangements  are  acceptable."  It  is  the  intent  of  the  Sale  Committee 
to  strictly  enforce  the  quoted  Terms  of  Sale. 

6.  PRE-EAC  CONVENTION  LOT  VIEWING. 

On  the  Thursday  prior  to  the  EAC  Convention,  the  Sale  Committee  has  made 
available  the  consigned  lots  for  viewing  to  certain  members.  The  members 
have  been  officers  of  EAC  (who  are  actively  involved  in  organizing  the 
Convention  and  would  otherwise  not  have  time  to  view  the  lots)  and  a few 
dealer  members  who,  by  reason  of  viewing  all  lots,  take  considerable  time 
and  would  otherwise  both  disrupt  the  general  members'  lot  viewing  and  would 
be  unavailable  to  serve  members  at  the  Bourse  tables.  Past  experience 
has  indicated  that  without  the  restricted  Thursday  session,  lot  viewing 
may  not  be  completed  in  a timely  fashion;  lot  viewing  is  limited  due  to 
limited  EAC  Sale  Committee  staff.  In  fact,  due  to  Sale  Committee  un- 
availability, no  viewing  was  conducted  in  Boston  for  the  1991  Convention. 

7.  CATALOG  COVER. 

Some  members  have  been  pleased  with  the  EAC  Catalog  covers;  others  have 
expressed  dissatisfaction.  It  has  been  suggested  that  members  wishing 
to  do  so  may  submit  a design  through  a selection  committee,  who  will  choose 
the  cover  design  from  those  submitted.  The  Sale  Committee  does  not  make 
a recommendation. 

The  Sale  Committee  is  available  to  discuss  the  above  or  any  other  aspects  of 

the  EAC  Sale.  Suggestions  are  welcome.

EAC  PRESIDENT'S  REPORT 


AUGUST  1991

I thought  that  it  would  be  useful  to  inform  all  EAC'ers 
regarding  significant  "official  EAC"  events  of  the  past  year  and 
also  comment  about  some  ideas  I would  like  to  see  come  to 
fruition  in  the  future. 

First,  let  me  emphasize  that  any  member  with  an  idea  or 
issue  he  or  she  feels  should  be  discussed  by  the  Board  of 
Governors,  can  contact  me  or  any  of  the  BOG  members.  The  Board 
of  Governors  is  comprised  of  the  President,  Vice-President, 
Secretary,  Treasurer,  Penny-Wise  Editor,  and  the  Chairmen  of  all 
the  regions.  If  I feel  an  item  is  worthy  of  discussion  at  the 
BOG  meeting,  I will  put  it  on  the  agenda.  Of  course,  any  member 
can  bring  up  any  issue  he  or  she  desires  during  the  new  business 
section  of  the  general  meeting,  held  at  the  annual  convention.  I 
am  also  happy  to  respond  to  any  questions  that  anyone  should  have 
during  the  course  of  the  year.  Just  write  to  me  at  the  address 
listed  on  the  masthead. 

Next,  I will  summarize  the  Board  of  Governors  Meeting  held 
at  the  Boston  convention  on  April  27,  1991.  Various  reports  were 
given:  Membership  (Rod  Buress) , Treasurer  (John  Wright) , 
Historian  (written  report  by  Pete  Smith) , and  Penny-Wise  Editor 
(Harry  Salyards) . The  Ad  Hoc  Committee  studying  the  potential 
reorganization  of  the  national  meeting  reported.  The  Committee 
suggested  that  no  changes  in  scheduling  or  meeting  length  be 
made . 


The  Sale  Committee  report  (Jeff  Oliphant)  addressed  concerns 
and  clarified  policies  regarding  the  operation  of  the  annual  EAC 
Sale.  The  report  is  published  elsewhere  in  this  issue.  The  Sale 
Committee  report  is  designed  to  (1)  regularize  sale  policies  and 
procedures  and  (2)  to  widely  disseminate  information  about  pre- 
existing and  new  policies  and  procedures.  I urge  all  EAC'ers  who 
have  had  questions  and  complaints  about  the  Sale  to  read  the 
report.  Please  contact  me  with  your  comments,  if  you  so  desire. 

I personally  feel  that  this  new  information  will  go  a long  way 
toward  minimizing  misunderstandings  and  problems  similar  to  those 
which  have  arisen  in  the  past. 

Informational  items  at  the  Board  of  Governors  Meeting  ^ < 
included  the  announcements  that  no  Penny-Wise  Editor's  Award  or 
EAC  award  would  be  given  this  year.  No  appointments  to  standing 
committees  were  made,  as  all  committee  members  were  in  the  midst 
of  their  terms  and  no  resignations  had  occurred.  Information 
regarding  the  potential  publication  of  Walter  Breen's  early  date 
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book  and  John  Wright's  middle  date  book  was  given.  It  was 
announced  that  future  national  EAC  conventions  would  occur  in  St. 
Louis  in  1992  (R.  Tettenhorst,  Chairman) , Philadelphia  in  1993 

(Joe  Kane  and  Jim  Young,  Jr.,  Chairmen)  and  Las  Vegas  in  1994  (Al 
Boca  and  Jeff  Gresser,  Chairmen) . 

Business  conducted  at  the  meeting  included: 

1.  Jeff  Rock  was  reinstated  to  active  membership,  confirmed  at 
the  general  meeting. 

2.  Daniel  Borda  received  reinstatement  of  his  EAC  charter 
member  Number  50. 

3.  EAC  dues  for  first  class  PW  mailing  were  increased  $3.00 
with  no  increase  for  third  class  mailing. 

4.  Advertising  rates  for  Swaps  and  Sales  in  Penny-Wise  were 
increased  to  $80.00  per  page  with  a $30.00  per  one-third 
page  charge. 

5.  EAC  has  activitated  the  Junior  Membership  category  and 
recommended  that  dues  of  $6.00  be  charged  for  those  under 
18.  Action  was  taken  to  enhance  membership  in  EAC  by 
junior  numismatists. 

6.  A medallion  will  be  struck  to  commemorate  the  25th 

anniversary  of  the  founding  of  EAC.  This  will  be  sold  at  the 
1992  EAC  convention  and  through  Penny-Wise. 

7.  Since  Roger  Cohen's  illness,  EAC  has  not  filed  tax  returns. 
The  President  was  impowered  to  employ  an  accountant  to  file 
the  appropriate  tax  returns.  This  has  been  done. 

8.  The  BOG  authorized  purchase  of  additional  plastic  membership 

card  blanks  for  a cost  of  approximately  $1500  (2500 

membership  card  blanks  - cost  to  include  embossing) . 

9.  The  EAC  National  Meeting  shall  be  smoke  free  for  all 
function  rooms  including  the  bourse  (except  for  a designated 
smoking  area) , the  sale,  and  all  other  meetings.  Smoking 
will  be  allowed  only  outside  the  meeting  rooms,  except  for 
the  designated  bourse  smoking  area. 

10.  The  BOG  authorized  expenditures  to  record  the  educational 
forum. 

11.  Eric  Newman  wrote  a letter  to  EAC  requesting  its  assistance, 

as  an  organization,  in  retrieving  large  cents  allegedly 
missing  from  the  ANS  collection.  The  Board  decided 

unanimously  that  EAC,  as  an  organization,  would  take  no 
position  or  action  on  this  request.  At  Mr.  Newman's 
request,  a summary  of  the  ANS  press  release  on  this  matter 
was  published  in  Penny  Wise. 

No  other  business  was  conducted  at  the  Board  of  Governors 
Meeting. 

The  general  membership  meeting  resulted  in  no  additional 
actions  other  than  those  already  listed  above.  Informational 
items  were  presented.  All  of  these  have  been  summarized  in 
previous  issues  of  Penny-Wise. 

Since  the  convention,  there  have  been  no  significant 
occurrences  which  have  required  EAC  intervention.  Of  course. 
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many  long-standing  programs  are  continuing. 

One  of  my  goals  for  the  future  is  encouraging  the  membership 
and  enhancing  the  participation  of  young  numismatists  in  EAC. 
Clearly,  this  is  important  for  the  future  of  the  EAC.  As  an 
active,  collector  based  organization,  EAC  should  prove  very 
attractive  to  young  numismatists.  Another  goal  is  to  to  set  up  a 
mechanism  to  establish  an  official  EAC  large  cent  condition 
census.  This,  of  course,  is  a controversial  and  difficult 
project,  but  one  I feel  is  very  worthwhile.  Del  Bland's 
herculean  efforts,  coupled  with  Bill  Noyes  photographic 
project  make  this  idea  feasible. 

I truly  appreciate  the  thoughtful  comments  and  suggestions 
of  members,  including  but  not  limited  to  those  of  Bill  Weber  and 
others.  I would  like  everyone  to  know  that  I take  all  such 
suggestions  and  comments  seriously  and  promise  to  give  careful 
consideration  to  suggestions  about  EAC ' s operation  and  ideas 
about  our  club's  future. 

This  report  was  intended  to  provide  information  about 
official  EAC  activities.  Of  course,  EAC  is  really  much  more  than 
just  that.  The  interest  and  activities  of  all  EAC'ers  enrich  the 
club  beyond  the  festivities  at  the  national  and  local  meetings. 
Penny  Wise,  the  library,  and  all  other  "organized"  official 
functions.  We  are  very  fortunate  to  have  a large  number  of 
friendly,  cooperative,  and  sharing  members  who  make  EAC  the  truly 
great  organization  it  is.

10  to  25  cents  each  for  them.  At  that  time  1793  cents  sold  at  the  toll 
gates  for  25  cents  each,  and  at  the  brokers  for  double  that  amount, 
though  occasionally  an  extra  fine  one  would  bring  as  high  as  a dollar. 
Five  dollars  was  considered  an  extraordinary  fancy  price  for  the  finest 
cent  procurable. 

1799  cents  were  always  scarce,  and  five  dollars  was  not  considered 
exorbitant  for  a good  one.  1804  cents  brought  from  two  to  three 
dollars. "

THE  BILL  NOYES  BOOKS Nifty  job.  Its  terrific  to  have  succinct  data  on  a 

given  variety  all  presented  on  one  page.  Bill,  I believe,  deserves  the 
sincere  thanks  of  the  copper  world  for  taking  on  this  monumental  task. 
The  photography  effort  alone  was  staggering  in  scope  and  depth  and  I 'm 
sure  the  assimilation  of  the  data  into  book  form  was  equally  monumental. 
For  those  unaware  of  it,  this  is,  however,  more  than  the  product  of  one 
man.  Kudos  also  go  to  Jack  Robinson,  Dick  Punchard,  and  Wes  Rasmussen. 
Negatives?  I'm  sure  there  will  be  some  naysayers  regarding  grading.  I 
certainly  had  no  problem  with  it  — as  a matter  of  fact,  I thought  it 
interesting  to  see  the  grades  on  coins  of  certain  owners  whose  grading 
acumen/eyesight  I've  often  wondered  about.  My  only  negative  is  egali- 
tarian in  nature.  It's  unfortunate,  I believe,  that  prefaces  weren't 
included  to  explain  what  Newcomb  and  Sheldon  had  in  mind  regarding  leaf 
positions,  etc.  I'm  afraid  this  may  result  in  these  books  being  of 
lesser  utility  to  the  truly  novice  collector. 

COMMENTS  ON  BILL  WEBER'S  "SOUNDING  BOARD" Bill  and  I have  chatted,  over 

the  years,  on  a number  of  the  subjects  he  brought  up  in  the  last  issue 
of  P-W.  For  the  most  part,  I believe  we  are  in  concert  on  the  majority 
of  our  hopes  and  dreams  for  EAC.  That  aside,  I'd  like  to  offer  my 
opinion  on  a couple  of  Bills'  items. 

First,  on  financial  reporting:  Yes,  we  do  need  to  get  away  from 

reporting  cash  flow  and  report  our  financial  position.  Many  people  seem 
to  believe  this  organization  has  thousands  of  dollars  of  discretionary 
funds  available  for  a plethora  of  uses.  Wrong!  It  has  money  to  meet 
ongoing  expenses  for  the  next  reporting  period.  Recall  that  monies  are 
usually  collected  just  before  the  reporting  takes  place,  but  most  of  its 
committed  to  publishing  and  mailing  the  volume  of  Pennv-Wise  for  the 
current  year. 

Second,  on  the  convention  and  related  topics:  A longer  convention 

doesn't  personally  do  anything  for  me,  but  I can  certainly  see  that  it 
might  for  some  people.  A Selection  Committee  for  future  convention 
sites  — probably  a good  idea.  The  EAC  Sale  Catalog  — this  is  a tough 
one  — sure,  it  would  be  neat  to  emulate  SS&C  or  whomever,  but  there  are 
a couple  of  major  obstacles.  First,  Bill  Noyes  is  doing  this  totally  on 
his  own  time;  to  task  him  further  may  be  pushing  our  luck.  Second  is  a 
timeliness  issue.  The  majority  of  the  material  presented  for  sale 
arrives  to  Bill  after  the  "Drop  Dead  Date,"  thereby  making  the  getting 
out  of  anything  a herculean  task.  Can  we  improve?  Certainly,  but  only 
with  a significant  change  in  the  cooperation  of  the  membership. 

Finally,  on  the  Board,  Regions,  etc.:  Complaints  to  any  Board  member  — 

probably  reasonable,  but  the  adjudication  of  those  complaints  probably 
still  needs  to  be  focused  from  where  it  is  currently.  Publishing  Board 
meeting  minutes  — again,  probably  reasonable,  for  the  most  part,  but  an 
occasional  item  may  require  deletion.  I frankly  believe  the  membership 
would  find  such  minutes  acutely  boring. 
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IT  AIN'T  NECESSARILY  SO

Recently,  hobbyists  seem  obsessed  with  trying  to  collect  all  the  known 
varieties  of  a coin  in  order  to  be  satisfied  with  their  collections.  It 
wasn't  always  so. 

When  I first  started  collecting  coins,  we  had  Wayte  Raymond  Coin  Albums 
and  Whitman  Coin  Folders  as  guides  to  complete  our  collections.  They  had 
slots  in  which  to  place  examples  of  each  date  and  mint  mark.  You  gauged  your 
progress  by  how  many  holes  you  had  yet  to  fill.  Obviously,  if  there  was  a 

slot  you  had  to  have  an  example.  Some  of  the  holes  were  tough,  but  the 

finding  of  a 1909  S VDB  or  a 1914  D Lincoln  cent  would  cause  your  heart  to 
pound  and  your  feet  to  jump.  When  that  last  coin  needed  to  complete  your  set 
was  found,  your  elation  caused  you  to  rush  back  to  the  coin  shop  to  buy 
another  holder  and  try  again.  You  collected  what  you  could  find  in  circula- 
tion: pennies,  nickels,  or  dimes  mostly.  You  traded  your  duplicates  for 

items  no  longer  in  circulation;  Indian  Head  pennies,  "V"  nickels,  or  Barber 
dimes.  No  one  told  you  about  die  pairs,  overdates,  or  coxanterfeit  coins.  You 
had  to  learn  for  yourself.  When  you  found  a 1922  "plain"  cent  and  there  was 
no  place  for  it  in  the  holder,  then  curiosity  or  hope  eventually  led  to  a 
local  coin  club  or  dealer.  There  you  learned  that  the  coin  was  really  a 1922 

"no  D"  cent  from  the  Denver  mint,  and  that  the  reason  there  was  no  place  for 

it  in  the  holder  was  because  it  wasn't  needed.  So  when  you  worked  on  Buffalo 
nickels  and  there  were  no  spots  for  overdates  or  three  legged  coins,  you 
didn't  try  to  save  them.  It  was  simple.  The  standards  were  set  by  the 
holders.  Fill  each  slot  and  you  had  a set.  No  slot,  no  coin  needed. 

This  lack  of  relative  sophistication  had  an  advantage.  There  was  little 
demcind  for  a lot  of  scarce  material  that  wasn't  included  in  the  holders.  This 
tended  to  keep  the  prices  of  such  items  reasonable.  After  all,  they  were 
simply  nice  extras.  They  were  not  needed  to  finish  a set  of  coins. 

Over  time,  the  standards  of  what  is  needed  to  complete  a set  of  coins 
have  changed  greatly.  There  were  no  holders  for  19th  century  copper  collec- 
tors, but  they  set  their  own  standards  by  collecting  by  date  only.  They  knew 
the  differences  that  existed  between  various  large  cents,  but  they  considered 
their  collections  complete  when  they  had  an  example  of  each  date.  Over  time, 
however,  a variety  of  monographs  were  published  detailing  the  die  varieties  of 
different  dates.  In  consolidating  this  information.  Dr.  Sheldon  set  more 
demanding  goals:  collecting  large  cents  by  variety  increased  the  number  of 

coins  needed  to  complete  a set.  He  recognized  that  even  further  distinction 
could  be  made  among  some  very  scarce  pieces,  but  he  didn't  consider  them 
needed  to  finish  a collection. 

Today  subtle  differences  between  coins  continue  to  be  found.  The 
Collectors'  Clearinghouse  in  Coin  World  occasionally  writes  about  using 
microscopes  to  find  almost  imperceptible  differences  between  coins.  With  such 
modern  techniques,  EAC  members  should  be  able  to  find  even  more  varieties  of 
large  cents.  BUT  SHOULD  WE? 

Well,  a lot  of  money  is  made  each  time  a new  variety  is  identified. 
Dealers  make  money  due  to  increased  demand  for  the  new  material.  "Cherry- 
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pickers  " make  money  as  they  find  a few  pieces  before  most  collectors  know  what 
to  look  for.  Even  new  hobbyists  make  money  as  they  find  the  "rare"  new 
variety  in  that  material  acquired  from  an  old-timer  who  hadn't  noticed  the 
difference.  What's  wrong  with  that?  There  are  two  basic  problems.  First,  it 
drives  up  the  cost  of  a collection  as  more  coins  are  constantly  needed  to  keep 
up  with  the  times.  Second,  it  tends  to  lock  up  a lot  of  material  in  a few 
select  hands,  thus  limiting  the  niunber  of  collections  and  "players"  possible. 
Perhaps  an  illustration  will  help. 

Like  most  people,  I collect  coins  based  on  the  differences  between  them. 
The  first  half  cent  holder  that  I recall  was  for  a sort  of  no-frills  half 
cent  collection.  There  were  no  spaces  for  proof  issues  or  other  material  such 
as  the  Low  49  Hard  Times  Token  that  is  often  collected  with  the  series.  It 
had  spaces  for  one  coin  of  each  circulating  date,  thirty-some  in  all.  Later  I 
found  a half  cent  holder  that  required  basic  varieties.  There  were,  for 
example,  four  spots  for  1804  half  cents:  plain  4 no  stems;  plain  4 stems; 

crosslet  4 no  stems;  and  crosslet  4 stems.  Instead  of  one  1804  half  cent  for 
my  collection,  I now  needed  four.  When  Roger  Cohen  published  his  half  cent 
book,  instead  of  one  example  of  the  crosslet  4 with  stems  half  cent,  I now 
needed  nine  examples  of  crosslet  4 with  stems  half  cents.  Moreover,  many  of 
them  came  in  die  states  that  you  should  be  collecting  to  keep  up  with  the 
"Joneses."  Now  Walter  Breen  has  a great  half  cent  book  out  describing  the 
various  die  states  found  for  each  variety,  but  if  I follow  that,  I now  need  16 
die  states  for  just  one  of  the  nine  varieties  of  crosslet  4 with  stems  half 
cents.  Some  of  these  die  states  are  rare  and  expensive.  How  expensive?  I 
don't  know,  but  Gene  Braig  has  been  running  an  ad  in  Pennv-Wise  trying  to  find 
two  of  those  die  states  and  telling  collectors  to  "Ship  at  your  own  price." 

How  expensive  is  that?  Presently,  counting  die  states,  I now  need  78  half 
cents  for  the  year  1804  alone.  Then  of  course  there  are  other  differences 
between  half  cents  beside  die  states,  as  I know  from  collecting  my  rotated 
reverses.  So  perhaps  I can  get  by  with  a hundred-or-so  1804  half  cents  in  my 
set,  but  what  about  other  collectors? 

The  most  recent  half  cent  survey  listed  128  half  cent  collections.  With 
each  of  them  trying  to  get  a "complete"  set  of  1304  half  cents  that  could  put 
a real  dent  in  the  available  supply.  This  tendency  to  constantly  expand 
collection  "requirements"  has  a few  collectors  upset.  One  California  collec- 
tor writes,  "I  was  pursuing  a collection  of  1849  varieties.  Reason:  49ers  of 

California.  The  N-18  was  bad  enough  along  with  the  N-30.  However,  when  I saw 
N-25  identified  ...  as  a distinct  variety,  I QUIT!!!"  A frustrated  New  York 
collector  noted,  "The  future  of  the  hobby  seems  certain,  but  I haven't  been 
able  to  get  my  hands  on  a good  electron  microscope  yeti"  So  if  you  too  are 
having  troubles  completing  your  collection,  what  should  you  do? 

The  secret  is  simple.  DON'T  USE  SOMEONE  ELSEfS  LIST  . Just  because  it 
is  listed  by  Sheldon,  Newcomb,  Breen,  Copper  Quotes,  etc.,  does  not  mean  that 
you  are  required  to  have  an  example  for  your  collection.  After  all,  how  many 
times  have  you  seen  items  from  these  and  other  references  delisted  when  a new  ^ 
edition  comes  out? 

Fine  to  say,  but  how  does  a collector  develop  his  own  list?  For 
example,  if  a collector  wants  to  collect  early  date  large  cents  and  he  decides 
to  limit  his  collection  to  R'ls,  2's,  and  3's  to  make  it  affordable,  he  still 
can't  buy  an  S-3  for  anywhere  near  his  monthly  budget.  Well,  strictly 
speaking  that  is  probably  not  true.  You  can  probably  purchase  an  S-3  with 
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three  or  four  months  of  budgeting.  Perhaps  the  failure  is  that  the  coin  you 
want  is  too  expensive.  Most  collectors  on  limited  budgets  run  into  price 
dilemmas  when  they  base  their  goals  on  numbers,  rarities,  or  grades.  So  use 
your  references  and  price  guides  to  help  you  determine  what  you  should  collect, 
not  to  make  the  decisions  for  you. 

Dr.  Sheldon  was  able  to  develop  his  list  of  what  material  was  collect- 
ible and  what  was  not,  and  we  should  strive  to  do  the  same.  Although  what  is 
collectible  is  an  individual  choice,  generally  the  material  you  collect  should 
meet  the  following  criteria: 

1)  it  should  be  varied  enough  to  be  interesting; 

2)  it  should  be  affordable  enough  to  be  feasible; 

3)  it  should  be  tough  enough  to  be  challenging;  and 

4)  it  should  be  nice  enough  to  be  satisfying. 

In  order  to  make  your  collection  varied  enough  to  be  interesting,  build 
it  around  comparing  and  contrasting  coins.  Collect  some  large  dates  and  some 
small  dates;  collect  some  plain  edge  and  some  lettered  edge  varieties;  collect 
some  coins  with  letters/munbers  close  together  and  some  coins  with 
letters/numbers  far  apart;  collect  some  early  die  states  and  some  late  die 
states.  The  possible  combinations  are  endless. 

In  order  to  make  your  collection  affordable  enough  to  be  feasible, 
consider  the  high  rarity /high  grade/high  price  items  as  your  noncollectibles. 
If  you  "cherrypick"  a rarity  so  much  the  better,  otherwise  don't  worry  about 
them.  By  collecting  grades  more  commonly  available,  such  as  VF  middle  and 
late  dates  and  VG  early  dates  instead  of  higher  grade  material,  you  can  keep 
your  average  cost  per  coin  much  lower.  There  are  well  over  a thousand 
distinctly  different  large  cents,  considering  die  states,  from  which  to  build 
your  collection  without  buying  expensive  material.  So  why  do  you  need 
expensive  items  to  have  a super  collection? 

In  order  to  make  your  collection  tough  enough  to  be  challenging,  set 
goals  for  yourself  that  will  take  you  years  to  complete.  For  example,  why  not 
try  to  collect  enough  varieties  to  have  your  collection  listed  in  the  “Score" 
or  the  "List"?  In  so  doing  you  will  come  face  to  face  with  some  of  the  nicest 
collectors  and  finest  people  you  will  ever  meet. 

In  order  to  make  your  collection  nice  enough  to  be  satisfying,  try  to  be 
consistent  in  the  grades  you  acquire.  A consistent,  well  balanced  group  of  VG 
coins  is  a great  deal  better  in  appearance  than  a mixed  lot  of  AG's  and  AU's 
in  a display.  After  all,  when  you  have  completed  a major  part  or  all  of  your 
collection,  you  should  reward  yourself  by  showing  it  off.  You  are  entitled  to 
bragging  rights,  so  a display  is  in  order.  A word  of  caution. .. Don't  fall 
into  the  trap  of  rushing  to  upgrade  or  expand  your  collection  when  you  have  it 
completed  already.  A collection  is  complete  when  you  have  met  your  goals!  If 
you  set  realistic  goals  to  start  with,  the  material  that  you  excluded  was 
either  too  rare  or  too  expensive  to  consider  in  your  plan  then,  and  it 
probably  hasn't  changed  now.  So  stop  and  smell  the  roses  for  a while.  When 
you  are  ready  put  that  collection  aside,  start  a new  one.  If  you  have  been 
collecting  early  dates,  try  middle  or  late  dates.  If  you  have  completed  your 
large  cents,  try  half  cents,  colonials,  or  Hard  Times  Tokens. 
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The  obsession  with  trying  to  collect  all  the  detectable  differences  in 
coins  is  what  I call  the  "holder  mentality."  They  put  spaces  for  coins  in 
holders  and  we  HAD  to  fill  them.  So  if  you  too  are  obsessed,  I have  a 
suggestion.  Decide  what  vou  want  to  complete  your  collection,  and  then  buy  a 
custom-made  holder  to  display  it  when  it  is  done.  A few  dollars  spent  on  a 
holder  is  a lot  better  than  several  thousamd  spent  for  a scudzy  rarity  just 
because  it  is  on  someone  else's  list.  Then  when  you  are  shown  that  expensive 
rarity,  enjoy  seeing  and  studying  it;  but  when  you  are  told  that  you  must  have 
it  to  really  complete  your  collection,  think  about  the  spaces  you  need  for 
your  special  holder  and  repeat  after  me,  "It  ain't  necessarily  so." 

SOME  LATER  DIE  STATE  HALF  CENTS 
Tom  Madigan 


In  July  1989  I bought  my  first  half  cent  and  since  then  I have  bought 
nearly  200  more.  Of  these,  I have  found  three  in  die  states  later  than  those 
listed  in  Walter  Breen's  Encyclopedia  of  United  States  Half  Cents,  and  I am 
not  aware  that  aiay  information  on  these  late  die  states  has  been  published 
anywhere  else.  I joined  EAC  in  September  1989  and  have  no  issues  of  Pennv- 
Wise  that  predate  that,  nor  do  I yet  own  a copy  of  Roger  Cohen's  book  on  half 
cents,  so  in  the  case  that  these  die  states  have  not  been  described  previous- 
ly, I thought  I should  pass  my  findings  along  to  fellow  EAC'ers. 

1806  C-1  (Breen  3)  Die  State  V 

OBV.  Cracked  along  tops  of  LIBERTY,  crack  joins  bases  of  RT. 

REV.  Continuous  rim  break  around  entire  rim  with  a small  cud  over  second  S. 
This  coin  is  also  rotated  30  degrees  and  has  a 10  X 3 mm.  obv.  lamination 
split  off  before  striking. 

1809  C-6  (Breen  6)  Die  State  VI 

OBV.  The  continuous  rim  break  extends  to  below  the  8,  as  in  Robinson  lot 
^tl982. 

REV.  Left  lower  part  of  ribbon  and  UNITED  STATES  0 almost  completely  gone, 

ICA  and  right  lower  ribbon  end  mushy,  whereas  the  wreath  and  HALF  CENT  are 
fully  str-uck  and  detailed.  As  the  rim  is  still  there,  the  legend  weakness  is 
not  from  circulation,  but  from  die  wear  more  extensive  than  Robinson  lot 
«1982. 

This  coin  also  has  a 15  degree  rotation. 

1835  C-2  (Breen  2)  Die  State  VII 
OBV.  As  per  Breen  State  VI  - faint  clash  marks. 

REV.  Clash  marks  inside  wreath.  Crack  from  tip  of  dentil  directly  above 
middle  of  R goes  through  R and  extends  to  wreath  but  is  very  faint.  Crack 
that  starts  between  dentils  above  serif  of  C goes  along  edge  of  upp’er  serif  of 


C to  lower  serif  of  C,  also  very  faint.  Crack  parallel  to  the  rim  just  in 
from  the  tips  of  the  three  dentils  over  R1 . Tiny  crack  from  the  tip  of  the 
upper  bar  of  E in  States  upwards  to  between  dentils.  Crack  near  middle  piece 
of  ribbon  towards  border,  bisecting  the  crack  from  ERICA  which  now  extends 
almost  to  left  end  of  ribbon. 

I doubt  I'd  have  been  able  to  find  all  these  cracks  if  this  coin  didn't  have  a 
choice  AD  reverse. 

I also  have  an  1809  C-4  which,  under  a 30X  illuminated  microscope,  shows 
traces  of  repunching  on  all  four  numbers  in  the  date,  specifically  on  the 
upp'er  part  of  the  left  and  right  bases  of  1,  inside  the  lower  oval  of  8,  the 
smaller  0 inside  the  0,  of  course,  and  on  the  inner  and  outer  edges  of  the 
upright  of  the  9,  and  along  its  outer  upper  edge. 

I have  also  located  an  1828  C-3  with  a slight  double  profile,  which  I 
hope  to  add  to  my  collection  soon. 

A NEW  METHOD  OF  COIN  STORAGE 
Mike  Fedder 


The  surface  of  a copper  coin  is  quite  fragile  and  can  be  marred  by  a 
mere  fingernail.  Therefore,  proper  storage  of  our  coins  is  important  to  all 
of  us.  The  "gold  standard"  has  been  to  place  a copper  into  a cotton-lined 
envelope  or  in  a separate  cotton  liner  which  is  then  inserted  into  a coin 
envelope.  A coin  can  be  removed  from  the  envelope  at  the  pleasure  of  its 
owner  for  study  and  admiration.  However,  there  are  disadvantages.  A coin  can 
be  accidentally  dropped  and  damaged,  for  outside  the  envelope,  the  coin  is 
unprotected.  Also,  if  one  wishes  to  exhibit  a number  of  coins  at  a coin  or 
hobby  show,  each  coin  must  be  removed  from  its  envelope  for  display.  This  can 
be  somewhat  tedious. 

There  are  other  coin  holders  available  to  us,  but  these  also  have 
unwelcome  features.  The  cardboard  2X2  has  a Mylar  window  only  a few  microns 
thick  (a  micron  is  1/1000  of  a millimeter)  - this  provides  minimal  protection. 
A coin  contained  in  a 2 X 2 plastic  flip  can  slide  around  within  the  holder 
and  be  "rubbed"  or  scratched.  Furthermore,  a vinyl  flip  can  chemically  break 
down  and  destroy  a coin's  surface.  I'm  not  going  to  discuss  plastic  slabs  - 
for  aesthetic  reasons,  they  are  unacceptable  to  most  EAC'ers. 

I have  develof'ed  another  suitable  (to  me,  at  least)  storage  device  using 
a cardboard  2X2  and  a non-vinyl  Mylar  flip.  The  flip  consists  of  two 
sleeves  - one  for  the  coin,  and  another  for  a paper  insert.  With  a scissors 
the  flip  is  cut  into  two  separate  sleeves,  each  measuring  2"  by  2".  A coin  is 
placed  into  a single  sleeve  which  is  put  into  the  cardboard  2X2  and  careful- 
ly staples  into  place.  The  staples  are  flattened  with  a needle-nosed  pliers. 
The  coin  does  not  slide  about  within  the  holder  because  the  thick  Mylar/ 
cardboard  combination  with  a staple  in  each  corner  is  quite  rigid.  The  thick 
Mylar  also  protects  the  coin  from  scratches. 

None  of  my  coins  stored  in  these  hybrid  containers  have  exhibited  any 
damage.  However,  I've  used  these  holders  for  only  two  years,  and  for  the  time 
being  my  most  valued  coins  are  stored  in  cotton-lined  envelopes.

I'll  buy  it  and  check  it  out  more  carefully  later.  I'm  excited,  but  I don't 
want  to  make  too  much  ado!

like  N-2,  N-4,  or  N-10..."  Then  he  narrows  it  down:  "Not  N-10...and  not  N-

other  this  way.  What  a friend — he  sent  me  a note  the  next  day,  congratulating 
me  on  my  find.

Thanks  for  your  help,  EAC'ers;  you  may  remember  me — I'm  the 
one  who's  always  looking  for  more  knowledge. 

NEW  FIRM  TO  SLAB  AMERICAN  MEDALS 
H.  Joseph  Levine 


The  investment  consulting  firm  of  Goniff  and  Goniff  announced  that  it 
was  instituting  a "slab"  service  for  investors  and  collectors  of  American 
medals.  The  new  business  will  be  called  "American  Medallic  Encapsulation 
Service  Society."  "Any  reference  to  the  Society  by  its  acronym  will  be 
discouraged,"  stated  Primo  Goniff,  the  Society's  founder  and  President. 

According  to  Goniff,  the  recent  move  to  slab  ancient  and  colonial  coins 
was  what  spurred  his  firm  into  being.  "Some  of  the  same  factors  which  led  to 
the  slabbing  of  coins  also  apply  to  the  medallic  art  business,"  Goniff  said. 

Many  of  the  investors  in  this  field  are  not  experienced  graders  and  they  need  -s  . 
to  be  told  what  they  are  looking  at."  When  asked  why  this  was  so  important  '■ 

since  the  price  differentials  between  small  grading  increments  for  medals  are 
not  substantial,  Goniff  replied  that  the  establishment  of  the  grading  service 
would  soon  take  care  of  this  problem.  "When  you  have  ten  different  grades  of 
imcirculated,  it  stands  to  reason  that  there  should  be  ten  different  prices. 

After  all,  who  would  want  an  MS-63  if  he  could  get  an  MS-64  at  the  same  price? 

Human  nature  being  what  it  is,  there  will  be  a tendency  to  acquire  medals  of 
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the  highest  possible  quality.  Since  premium  quality  medals  are  in  short 
supply,  the  price  differential  between  grades,  especially  for  premium  quality 
medals,  should  escalate  rapidly." 

The  firm  also  announced  an  innovative  feature  of  its  new  grading 
service.  In  addition  to  establishing  a numerical  grade  for  the  medal,  the 
Society  will  also  assess  its  aesthetic  value.  The  "Aesthetic  Quotient"  (AQ) 
will  be  based  on  a scale  of  1-70,  similar  to  the  Sheldon  Scale  used  in 
grading.  "This  will  undoubtedly  be  one  of  the  most  popular  facets  of  our 
service,"  commented  Goniff.  "The  average  investor  has  very  little  training  in 
art  appreciation  - he  only  knows  what  looks  good  to  his  eye.  There's  a crying 
need  for  a scientific  assessment  to  be  made  of  what  constitutes  artistic 
merit.  Investors  from  all  over  the  country  have  complained  to  us  that  they 
have  purchased  medals  described  as  "beautiful,"  only  to  be  told  that  they  were 
just  "pretty"  or  "ugly"  and  even,  in  egregious  cases,  "pretty  ugly,"  when  it 
came  time  to  sell  them.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  Society,  being  a disinterest- 
ed third  party,  will  be  able  to  end  such  disagreements  and  bring  a measure  of 
certainty  to  this  area  which  can  be  relied  upon  by  dealer,  collector  and 
investor  alike." 

In  order  to  insure  the  consistency  and  integrity  of  the  grading  and 
artistic  assessment  processes,  both  procedures  will  be  performed  by  computers. 
Special  software  has  been  developed  which  has  integrated  the  artistic  judg- 
ments of  a wide  range  of  former  top  bureaucrats  of  the  United  States  Mint. 

As  an  intended  benefit  to  the  dealers  in  medallic  art,  the  Society  plans 
to  issue  an  overall  numerical  "Desirability  Index"  (DI)  for  each  medal. 
Initially,  this  was  to  be  the  sum  of  the  numerical  grade  and  the  n\americal  AQ. 
Thus,  a medal  in  the  highest  state  of  preservation  and  with  the  ultimate  in 
aesthetic  value  would  be  given  a DI  of  140.  However,  it  was  decided  that  the 
DI  should  be  the  product  of  the  grade  and  the  AQ,  resulting  in  a maximum  DI  of 
4900.  The  advantage  of  using  this  latter  method  of  computing  the  DI  is  that 
it  gives  the  dealer  an  additional  4,760  pricing  points. 

"We  have  great  expectations  for  our  new  business,"  stated  Goniff.  "The 
high  integrity  of  our  firm  will  insure  that  dealers,  collectors,  and  investors 
will  all  be  able  to  rely  upon  us  with  complete  confidence.  We  give  them  a 
complete  package:  we  tell  them  with  scientific  reliability  the  condition  of 

their  medal  and  how  good  of  a piece  of  art  it  is.  One  can  actually  be 
ignorant  about  such  things  and  still  be  able  to  buy  and  sell  our  product  with 
confidence.  If  the  public  response  is  as  we  anticipate,  we  expect  to  expand 
and  begin  publishing  the  "Puce  Book"  which  will  be  a computer-assisted 
compilation  of  bid  and  ask  prices  for  all  American  medals  with  a DI  over  4800. 
This  book  will  be  an  invaluable  aid  for  investors  and  financial  planners  who 
have  to  keep  on  top  of  the  market  for  their  investments." 

The  company  also  announced  that  it  was  investigating  the  possibility  of 
offering  a slabbing  service  for  Swedish  plate  money.

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LETTERS  CONCERNING  THE  SLABBING  OF  COLONIAL  COINS 


John  Kraljevich,  Jr.,  writes  to  PCGS: 

My  name  is  John  Kraljevich,  I 'm  thirteen  years  old  and  I have  been 
collecting  coins  for  over  six  years.  I have  been  collecting  early  copper  and 
pre-Federal  coinage  for  three  years.  1 am  a member  of  EAC  and  many  other 
organizations  and  took  Ken  Bressett's  course  on  Colonials  at  the  ANA  seminar. 

I am  writing  your  company  for  a rather  simple  reason;  I m asking  you  please 
not  to  encapsulate  Colonial  coinage.  This  practice  would  be  detrimental  to 
the  collecting  of  pre-Federal  coins.  I,  as  a collector,  enjoy  closely 
studying  and  scrutinizing  my  coins.  I enjoy  attributing  my  Colonials  and 
searching  for  the  little  variances  that  make  pre-Federal  coins  "neat."  If 
encapsulated,  one  couldn't  see  the  edge  which  is  often  very  important  to 
attribution  and  tells  a lot  about  a coin.  One  also  would  not  see  a distinct 
image  of  the  coin  as  the  plastic  surface  of  the  encapsulation  would  get  nicked 
and  scratched.  Furthermore,  as  fellow  EAC'er  Michael  Hodder  states,  one  could 
not  get  a proper  weight  on  the  coin  which  can  many  times  tell  a lot  about  the 
coin.  Also,  in  my  opinion,  grading  is  not  quite  as  important  on  Colonials. 

Eye  Appeal  is  all  important  and  grading  for  Colonials  is  not  cut  and  dried 
like  on  regular  issue  coins.  It  varies  with  variety,  planchet,  strike  and 
other  characteristics  of  the  coin. 

All  in  all,  slabbing  Colonials  would  be  equivalent  to  mowing  down  10,000 
acres  of  rain  forest.  Please  leave  well  enough  alone.  Don't  take  the  fuii, 
history,  romance,  and  education  out  of  collecting  Colonials.  Leave  untouched 
untouched.  History  is  what  matters  in  Colonials,  not  investing,  price  trends 
or  population  reports...

Walter  Breen  writes  to  David  Hall: 

Though  the  proposal  to  slab  Early  American  Colonial  coins  no  doubt  has 
advantages  and  disadvantages,  some  crucial  questions  are  still  wide  open: 
advantages  to  whom?  disadvantages  to  whom?  what  would  slabbing  them  accom- 
plish? what  would  it  hamper? 

A rational  decision  whether  or  not  to  begin  slabbing  these  series  should 
be  based  on  answers  to  all  four  questions,  not  merely  on  prospective  profits 
from  an  expanded  market,  or  on  doing  collectors  the  service  of  lessening 
dealers'  need  to  thinly.  In  the  long  run,  your  continuing  to  slab  any  series 
will  depend  on  credibility  and  repeat  business;  and  your  risk  is  greater  with 
Colonials  than  you've  had  any  reason  to  expect,  comparable  to  the  risk  in 
slabbing  ancients,  and  for  similar  reasons. 

As  one  who  has  studied  Colonials  for  over  forty  years,  I must  emphasize 
in  the  strongest  possible  terms:  Many  of  them — indeed,  some  of  their  most 

importajit  rarities — require  unusual  kinds  of  information  to  be  immediately 
available  to  potential  buyers:  information  totally  unlike  what  buyers  of 

Morgans  and  Walkers  and  Saints  want;  more  extensive  than  what  buyers  of  large 
cents  require;  information  taking  more  space  to  print  than  is  available  on  a 
slab. 


For  many  Colonials,  as  for  many  ancient  and  foreign  coins,  these 
necessary  kinds  of  information  include  fundamental  physical  data  about  the 
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coins:  metal  or  alloy;  weight  tclassif iable  as  thick  or  thin  planchet?);  die 

axis;  edge  lettering  or  other  edge  device  if  any;  planchet  peculiarities,  e.g. 
silver  plug:  striking  peculiarities,  e.g.  multiple  struck.  They  also  include 
other  kinds  of  data:  variety  attribution  number(s),  some  of  nontrivial  and 

irreducible  length,  e.g.  Conn  1787  M.  33.12-Z.21;  die  state;  degree  of  rarity; 
sometimes,  even  pedigree. 

There  are  yet  other  disadvantages  to  the  buyer.  Sometimes  a Colonial 
coin's  rarity  level  (therefore,  its  potential  market)  depends  on  its  edge 
device.  But  who  can  see  if  a slabbed  coin  even  has  edge  lettering  without 
breaking  it  out? 

Perhaps  worse,  copper  coins  exposed  to  atmospheric  contaminants  will 
bring  them  along  inside  the  slab,  where  the  harmful  chemicals  continue  to  do 
their  dirty  work.  Need  I remind  you  of  the  1841  cent  slabbed  "MS-66  red" 
which  turned  to  nearly  the  color  of  bittersweet  chocolate?  Or  the  Indian  cent 
slabbed  "Proof-69  red"  which  developed  a fingerprint?  Can  collectors  of 
Colonial  coins  risk  that  kind  of  mishap  to  their  mint  red  FUGIO  coppers, 
Virginia  halfpence  or  Wood's  coins — let  alone  the  far  rarer  mint  red  state 
coppers?  On  a raw  coin,  ideally,  such  problems  can  be  detected  and  dealt  with 
early;  but  one  talies  for  granted  that  a slabbed  coin  will  keep  its  grade, 
meaning  that  it  will  not  deteriorate.  Is  this  wise?  Is  the  short  term  gain 
worth  the  long  term  risk? 

I raise  these  issues  not  with  partisan  intent  but  because  to  me  they 
represent  problems  that  must  be  solved  by  any  certification  services  propos- 
ing to  slab  Colonials,  preferably  before  they  begin  doing  so,  before  any 
collectors  are  hurt. 

Your  move.  Decide  wisely. 


David  Hall  writes  to  Walter  Breen; 

I appreciate  you  taking  the  time  to  write  regarding  the  slabbing  of 
Early  American  Colonial  coins.  I can  imderstand  your  concern.  However,  At 
PCGS  our  perspective  is  somewhat  different.  We  view  ourselves  as  a service 
business.  There  is  a significant  p>ortion  of  the  coin  buying  public  that  likes 
our  service  and  wants  us  to  grade  Colonials.  These  are  our  customers  and  we 
will  accommodate  them. 

As  for  those  who  do  not  want  us  to  grade  Colonials,  we  respect  their 
opinion.  We  certainly  aren't  forcing  anyone  to  slab  their  coins. 

Early  American  Colonial  coins  are  the  only  area  of  the  U.S.  rare  coin 
market  that  we  haven't  serviced  yet.  There  are  six  people  at  PCGS  who  have 
twenty  plus  years  experience  each  in  dealing  in  Colonial  coins.  We  love  these 
important  pieces  of  American  history  and  are  looking  forward  to  finally 
grading  them. 

In  closing,  I have  a few  comments  about  the  points  you  made  in  your 
letter: 

1.  I agree  that  more  descriptive  information  is  available  for  Colonials 
(or  other  early  U.S.  coins)  than  Modern  issues.  I disagree  that 
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this  information  is  necessary.  We  can  grade  a Connecticut  Copper 
without  describing  its  die  state  just  as  we  can  grade  an  early  gold 
coin  without  describing  its  die  state. 

2.  We  did  not  grade  the  1841  Cent  that  was  described  in  your  letter. 

3.  We  did  grade  the  Proof  69  Indian  Cent  that  you  described  in  your 
letter.  After  if  developed  the  fingerprint  we  purchased  it  off  the 
market  for  $32,000.  It  is  now  hanging  in  the  grading  room  under  a 
sign  that  reads,  "The  $32,000  fingerprint.” 

Thanks  for  your  thoughtful  letter  and  good  luck  with  your  future 
munismatic  projects. 


LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR 

As  mentioned  in  the  ANA-EAC  Meeting  Minutes,  the  occasion  provided  an 
opportimity  for  face-to-face  clarification  of  views  by  Jack  Robinson  and 
Michael  Hodder,  based  upon  certain  comments  made  by  Jack  in  his  July  P-W  "Book 
Report."  Prior  to  that  meeting,  I had  been  provided  with  copies  of  lengthy 
letters  exchanged  by  these  two  men.  In  the  aftermath  of  their  public- 
accommodation  in  Chicago,  I believe  it  would  be  inappropriate  to  reproduce 
those  letters  in  full.  On  the  other  hand,  especially  since  a report  on  the 
John  Wright  middle  date  book  appears  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  I think  it  would 
be  appropriate  to  touch  on  the  current  status  of  the  Breen  early  date  book.  I 
present  the  following  excerpts  from  the  Hodder/Robinson  letters  in  that 
spirit. 

Michael  Hodder  to  Jack  Robinson: 

Walter  Breen  has  had  complete  control  over  his  manuscript  on  the  early 
date  large  cents  from  the  minute  I received  his  original  copy,  right  through 
now.  In  fact,  the  finished  manuscript  is  in  his  hands,  for  final  review, 
additions,  and  any  other  changes  he  sees  fit  to  make.  I have  a file  in  my 
office  which  must  be  three  inches  thick,  containing  correspondence,  copies  of 
the  manuscript,  and  other  reference  to  his  matnuscript,  detailing  all  editing 
stages  the  manuscript  has  gone  through  from  the  moment  it  arrived  here. 

Walter  has  been  aware  of  what  I have  been  doing  with  his  manuscript  at  every 
step  of  the  way,  I have  made  no  changes  to  what  he  has  written  except  those  of 
a grammatical  or  syntactical  sort,  and  have  changed  absolutely  nothing 
substantive  in  what  he  has  written.  It  is  both  unfair  aiid  untrue  to  state 
that  Walter's  master  work  "is  at  the  mercy  and  direction"  of  this  firm. 

Rather,  nothing  happens  to  the  manuscript  that  Walter  is  not  aware  of  and  has 
the  right  to  agree  to,  or  not... 

Walter  has  had  the  manuscript  since  February,  aiid  he  is  actively  making 
changes  and  adding  new  information.  Once  he  returns  the  corrected  manuscript 
to  me,  the  second  phase  of  the  early  date  cents  book  can  begin,  that  of 
gathering  illustrations... 

Jack  Robinson  to  Michael  Hodder: 

If  you  are  not  owed  an  apology,  you  are  at  least  owed  a clarification. 

In  no  way  did  I intend  to  imply  that  you,  or  anyone  else  associated  with  your 
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firm,  would  attempt  in  any  way  to  infringe  upon  the  editorial  rights  of  Water 
Breen  in  the  publication  of  his  masterwork  on  Large  Cents.  However,  I did 
intend  to  imply  that  the  logistical  control  of  how  and  when  the  physical 
publishing  could/would  occur  was,  indeed,  as  stated  in  my  report.  To  quote 
your  own  letter,  "Sorry  if  this  offended  you,  but  it  certainly  wasn't  meant 
that  way." 

Walter  Breen  is  a great  Numismatic  author  as  evidenced  by  the  many  works 
that  have  found  their  way  into  print.  However,  if  Walter  had  waited  until  all 
of  his  manuscripts  were  "complete,  " I doubt  if  he  would  have  ANY  published 
works.  I am  sure  that  Walter  has  many  unpublished  research  papers  that  may  or 
may  not  ever  be  published.  But  someone  must  always  make  the  decision  as  to 
when  is  the  right  time  to  publish  - i.e.  to  share  the  wealth  of  information 
with  a very  hungry  audience.  I expect  that  Walter  will  continue  to  make  new 
notes  on  Large  Cents  as  long  as  he  can  write.  (But  you  must)  establish  and 
enforce  a cut-off  point.  Some  of  this  audience  has  waited  for  over  a genera- 
tion. . .

The  announcement  in  the  July  issue  of  the 
surprise  publication  of  Bill  Noyes'  large  cent  books  leaves  me  with  two  very 
strong,  yet  distinct  emotions.

At  the  same  time,  no  one 
has  been  used  and  abused  more  than  he  has.  Tlaose  of  you  know  who  you  are,  and 
each  will  have  to  live  with  his  own  conscience. 

It's  high  time  that  each  person  picked  up  his  own  baggage  and  carried 
this  project  to  its  rightful  conclusion.  We  owe  it  to  the  hobby,  we  owe  it  to 
history,  and  most  importantly  of  all  we  owe  it  to  Walter.

Ray  Williams  writes. 

Just  a few  lines  to  respond  to  Bill  Weber's  10  suggestions  in  the  last 
issue  of  P-W.  I agree  with  all  of  the  points  he  itemised.  I strongly  agree 
with  point  5 - there's  no  reason  why  our  annual  auction  shouldn't  be  THE 
copper  sale  of  the  year,  with  catalogs  comparable  to  Taylor,  Oechsner, 
Robinson,  etc.  EAC  has  the  most  knowledgeable  researchers  among  its  rank  and 
file.  We  should  be  able  to  have  catalogs  that  can  be  used  as  reference

J.  M.  Cooper  writes. 

The  following  little  problem  I have  wondered  about  for  a long  time; 
maybe  someone  in  EAC  will  respond  with  a logical  answer. 

In  my  copy  of  Official  A.N.A.  Grading  Standards  For  United  States  Coins, 
First  Edition,  page  50,  is  this  footnote:  "On  the  variety  with  the  legend 

abbreviated  AMERI.,  the  date  is  usually  weak  and  the  reverse  is  bolder  than 
the  obverse."  Naturally  that  reference  is  to  the  S-1  chain  cent.  But  why 
does  it  not  also  apply  to  the  S-2,  since  the  same  obverse  die  was  used  on 
both,  with  only  a new  reverse  die  on  the  S-2?  My  S-2  is  much  bolder  struck  on 
the  upper  obverse  than  in  the  area  of  the  date.  The  reverse  is  also  much 
bolder  than  is  the  obverse.  I've  wondered  ever  since  I got  my  ANA  grading 
book  why  whoever  furnished  that  information  to  its  compiler  didn't  include  the 
S-2  in  the  'weak  date'  category,  too.

Vince  Marra  writes. 

In  the  May  15,  1991  issue  of  Pennv-Wise.  Henry  T.  Hettger  presents 
interesting  comments  on  the  1835  cent  export  to  Venezuela.  However,  on  p.202 
of  his  Encvclopedia.  Breen  states  that  this  export  of  100,000  cents  occurred 
in  1834.  If  Breen  is  correct,  large  cents  dated  1835  could  not  have  been  part 
of  the  export. 

Hettger 's  article  is  excellent.  Would  he  please  comment  on  the  discrep- 
ancy? 


Henry  T.  Hettger  replies, 

I noted  the  1834  date  in  Breen's  Encyclopedia  regarding  the  cent  export  i 

to  Venezuela  during  my  research  on  the  subject.  In  checking  with  Walter  Breen 
regarding  this  date,  he  noted  that  the  date  in  the  Encyclopedia.  "1834"  mav  be 
simply  an  error  based  on  information  supplied  to  him.  The  Mint  Records  speak 
for  themselves. 

Letters  dated  August  28,  1835  from  Dr.  R.  M.  Patterson,  Director  of  the 
Mint,  to  Levi  Woodbury,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  note  a request  from  Messrs. 
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ilolleraiad  Oppenheimer  of  New  York,  acting  as  agents  for  the  Government  of 
Venezuela  for  $10,000  in  Cents  and  $5,000  in  Half  Cents,  but  that  due  to 
normal  demand  for  copper  coins,  for  our  own  circulation,  "considerable  at 
present, .. .they  must  submit  to  a delay,  perhaps  of  some  months,  before  the 
whole  amount  required  could  be  coined  for  them."  In  a letter  dated  August  31, 
1835,  from  Levi  Woodbury  to  R.  M.  Patterson,  it  is  stated,  "In  relation  to  the 
coinage  of  copper — there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  objection  to  a compliance 
with  the  request  of  Messrs.  Holier  and  Oppenheimer,  provided  it  can  be  done 
without  injury  or  delay  to  the  coinage  of  gold  and  silver  and  of  copper  for 
our  own  purposes." 

I checked  the  Mint  file  for  1834,  and  there  is  no  mention  of  any  request  for 
an  export  of  cents  in  that  year.  The  date  of  1835  must  be  considered  correct.

Donald  Scarinci  writes. 

The  American  Numismatic  Association  held  its  annual  Summer  seminar  from 
July  7 to  July  13.  Ken  Bressett  taught  a class  on  colonial  coins  and  was 
available  throughout  the  week  at  limch,  dinner,  or  at  the  evening  talks.  Also 
attending,  of  interest  to  copper  people,  were  Robert  W.  Hoge,  Richard  Doty, 
Arthur  Fitts,  Mary  Sauvain,  J.  P.  Marin,  Bill  Fivaz,  J.  T.  Stanton,  and 
various  members  of  the  ANA  Board  of  Governors. 

This  was  my  third  year  in  attendance  at  the  Summer  seminar  and  what  I 
find  most  remarkable  is  that  our  membership  does  not  take  advantage  of  the 
opportunity.  The  ANA  provides  the  place,  the  room  and  board,  an  evening 
lecture  presentation  series,  and  an  opportunity  to  informally  discuss  hobby 
interests  with  other  collectors  and  authors  in  various  specialties  of  numis- 
matics, all  for  the  price  of  any  ordinary  vacation. 

I would  certainly  think  that  there  is  enough  enthusiasm  among  EAC'ers  to 
form  classes  on  large  cents;  half  cents;  die  varieties  of  state  copper 
coinage;  or  colonial  coinage  before  the  Revolution  to  name  just  a few  sugges- 
tions for  future  course  offerings. 

When  John  Lorenzo  held  a symposiiun  on  New  Jersey  Coppers  earlier  this 
year  in  Wayne,  New  Jersey,  between  20  and  30  New  Jersey  enthusiasts  attended 
the  two-day  workshop.  Many  flew  in  from  faraway  states  to  be  present.  The 
two-day  event  on  New  Jersey  Coppers  was  a great  success  with  everyone  feeling 
enriched  by  the  experience.  If  John  Lorenzo,  with  the  help  of  EAC  publicity, 
could  organize  such  a successful  event  in  New  Jersey,  the  ANA,  with  help  from 
EAC,  should  be  at  least  as  successful  filling  copper  workshops  with  copper 
enthusiasts  from  the  membership. 

I think  a dialogue  should  begin  now  between  ANA  and  EAC  officials  to 
organize  and  promote  copper  workshops  at  next  year's  ANA  Summer  seminar. 

As  for  me,  I've  already  marked  the  second  week  of  July  on  ray  calendar  to 
attend  my  fourth  ANA  Summer  seminar.  I cannot  recommend  the  week  more  highly 
for  serious  collectors  in  any  area  of  numismatics.

His  article  should  also  put  to  bed  Walter  Breen's  idea  of  the  S-63 
reverse  being  altered  to  the  S-48  reverse.  Instead,  I can  imagine  that  the 
origin  of  the  Starred  Reverse  was  actually  a substitution  of  stars  for  dots  on 
the  edge,  and  since  the  dots  hadn't  been  much  of  a protective  rim  for  the 
coin,  the  stars  wouldn't  have  been  either--so  denticles  were  added  onto  that 
reverse  we  know  as  the  Starred  Reverse...

—United  States  Large  Cents  1793-1857,  edited  by  Lapp  and  Silber- 
man.  'This  book  is  full  of  great  articles  covering  our  early 
American  coppers.  Really  should  be  must  reading  for  any  numismatist. 
— also,  the  ANS  CQAC  volvunes  on  early  American  copper,  silver,  and 
gold  are  wonderful  little  gems,  available  for  $15  each  from  the 
American  Nimoismatic  Society,  New  York.  I have  referred  to  them 
many  times  in  preparing  articles  and  talks. 


I also  assume  that  you  have  in  your  library  copies  of  Sheldon's  Penny 
Whimsy.  Cohen's  American  Half  Cents.  Breen's  Half  Cent  Encvclo-pedia.  and  other 
general  references  for  the  series,  each  of  which  sheds  some  light  on  early 
American  mint  practices...
